Vernon, April 23. -Amidst scones of 
great enthusiasm, Martin Burrell, of 
Grand Forks was today unanimously 
chosen as Conservative candidate for 
Yale-Cariboo at the next general elec- 
tion. , Duncan Ross narrowly escaped 
defeat at the hands of .Mr. Burrell in 
the election four years ago, immedi- 
ately after the Laurler government 
had been returned to power by a large 
majority. 

Before adjourning, today's conven- 
tion adopted resolution indorsing Mr. 
Borden as leader and the McBrlde gov- 
ernment and censuring the British Co- 
lumbia delegation at Ottawa for de- 
linquency in failing to oppose the 
Japanese treaty. The proposed federa 1 
tampering with the voters' lists was 
also severely condemned. 

Unlike the recent Liberal machine 
convention, the "big stick" was not Ik 
evidence today. The proceedings wero 
conducted with great unanimity, and 
the selection of Mr. Uurrell faith- 
fully reflects Conservative sentiment 
throughout Yale-Cariboo. There were 
in attendance 129 delegates, who like- 
wise represented 14 additional proxies" 
This showing is an exceedingly good 
ono, contrasted with the 50 delegates 
who assembled at the Boss convention- 
Price Ellison, M. P. P., was in the 
chair as president of the Conservative 
association of the district. 

Mr. Burrcll's name was practically 
the only one mentioned. He stated in 
accepting that lie had sometime ago 
declined absolutely, but as it was the 
unanimous wisli of the Conservatives 
of the district he would certainly run. 

The following telegram, received by 
the chairman from Premier McBrlde, 
provoked a hearty outburst o£ ap- 
plause. 

Victoria, April 23. — On assembly 
of the Conservative convention for 
Yale-Cariboo, please extend to the 
delegates the best wishes of myself and 
colleagues for a most successful gath- 
ering.

I would like 
to bo with you today, but important 
public duties detain tne hero.

EIGHTEEN ARE SHOT 



President Cabrera's Summary 
Way of Thinning Out His 
Enemies 



Guatemala City, Guatemala, April 
23. — President Cabrera himself is au- 
thority for the statement that eight- 
een of the ringleaders in a conspiracy 
against him, already have been shot, 
and that probably more executions 
will follow. 

President Cabrera, against whose 
life an .attempt was made by students 
on Monday last, tody received the 
representatives of tho various powers 
anil made a lengthy statement to 
them that ho had unearthed an ex- 
tensive conspiracy against him that 
led up to his attempted assassination. 
He declared that eighteen of the lead- 
ers have been executed by his orders, 
and that tho penalty of death would be 
meted out to tho others In the hands of 
the militia. 

Among these aro men imprisoned a 
year ago, having bet'n implicated In a 
plot to assassinate the president. They 
wero seatenced to deat',1 soun after 
their arrest, but the sentenc has not 
been carried out. President L'abrera 
said that he had proof that a majority 
of these prisoners were implicated in 
tho new attempt against his life, and 
that they would bo executed without 
delay. 

The president has Issued a procla- 
mation stating that iie is confident the 
people are with him and will preserve 
order with a strung band. 

Although there is a surface tran- 
quility here, condition* aro serious. 
The military is in control of tho city, 
and a partial suspension of business 
has resulted. 

The revolutionary feeling is strong 
In many quarters, and there are those 
who will not hesitate to go to any 
length, or face any danger, la their 
efforts to make away with the presi- 
dent. 

Cabrera fur this reason has been 
seen but twice or thrice in public In 
the last four months.

Mr. Astor Presents Chesapeake Flag 
and Balaclava Bugles to United 
Service Museum 



London, April 23.— The flag of the 
American frigate Chesapeake which 
was taken by H. M. S. Shannon June 
I, 1813, and which was recently sold 
at auction in this city, has been pre- 
sented to the Royal United Service 
museum by William Waldort Astor. 
Tills Is the first intimation that Mr. 
Astor was the purchaser of the flag. 
It was announced at the auction that 
tho agent who secured the trophy was 
acting on In-half of .-in American. 

Tho bugle upon which the famous 
Balaclava charge was sounded, as 
well as some Crimean medals auctioned 
at the same time, also were bought 
by Mr. Astor and have been presented 
by him to the same museum.

IRISH PARTY UNSETTLED 



Kept Quiet by University Bill— 
The Under Secretary's 
Resignation 



London, April 23.— Walter Runci- 
man, the first of Mr. Asquith's new 
ministers to 'submit to an electoral 
contest, was re-elected for Dowsbury 
today by a majority or 1,198, as com- 
pared with a majority of 3,810 re- 
ceived by him in 1906 against the same 
opponent, W. B. Boyd Carpenter, 
Unionist. Mr. Runciman is president 
of the board of education. 

Nationalist Party. 

Dublin, April 23.— The changing of 
primo ministers is likely to have im- 
portant consequences on the political 
situation In . Ireland. H. It. Asuuth, 
the pervv premier, is not trusted by tho 
Nationalists, and his accession to office 
is giving rise to a restlessness similar 
to that which followed the rejection 
of the Irish councils bills. Some of 
tho junior members of tho Irish party 
are eager to start a campaign by an 
attack on Winston Churchill's candi- 
dature ut Manchester. The more ex- 
perienced members, however, are In 
favor of giving Mr. Asquith a trial. 

Tho position Is complicated by the 
production of tho university bill, which 
is generally, approved in Ireland, and 
which the nlore solid elements of poli- 
tics aro anxious lTot to Imperil. The 
tangle of tho land act finances has 
also to bo unravelled before a forward 
movoment on the national question 
can .be safely undertaken. 

Meantime, Wm. O'Brien Is about to 
summon a new conference on tho land 
question, with General Sir Win. But- 
ler as chairman. The report of tho 
congested districts commission is 
ready for publication. 

Sir Anthony Resigns. 

Sir Anthony Macdonnell's recom- 
mendations havo been rejected by the 
majority of tho commission, and In 
consequence he has resigned his posi- 
tion 'as under secretary for Ireland. It 
is possible he may bo rewarded by a 
peerage for his services in Ireland, 
and as he Is without an heir thp 
honor would bo merely a life peerugo. 
Ho will bo succeeded by Sir Jas. 
Douherty, assistant under secretary, 
an Ulster Gladstonlan Liberal and a 
Presbyterian. 

Tho Sinn Fein party Is endeavoring 
to make political capital of the As- 
quith succession, urging It as a proof 
of tho failure of parliamentarism. The 
production of tho university bill and 
the expected land legislation, however, 
hampers tho campaign, as the measures 
will bo generally accepted as suffi- 
ciently profitable results of the year's 
work of tho Irish party. 



Drastic Bill Passed By New 
York Legislature to That 
End 



Albany, !N. Y., April 23.— Tho pas- 
sage by both houses, with four votes 
In the negative, of the bill of Senator 
Cassldy, which if signed by Governor 
Hughes and enforced will put out of 
business every bucket shop In tho 
state', was the surprise and sensation 
id' the closing of the legislature. Bills 
to this effect have been before the 
legislature every year for muny years, 
but have never before received serious 
attention, It Is generally expected 
here tonight that Governor Hughes 
will approve the bill. Its almost un- 
obstructed passage has caused almost 
as much surprise as wsuld have been 
occasioned by tho eleventh hour pas- 
sage of the anti-race track gambling 
bills themselves. 

Tho bill, which was Introduced In thd 
assembly by Jno. L. O'Brien, of Buf- 
falo, is modelled generally upon the 
Massachusetts statute. The maxi- 
mum penalty for violation Is five years 
In prison or $1,000 fine, or both, for a 
person, and for a corporation a fine of 
$5,000 for first offense, with dissolution 
or exclusion from the state for a sec- 
ond conviction. The act will take 
effect September 1 next.

Senator Piles Proposes Amendment to 
Give Effect to President's

Washington, April 23— As tho sen- 
ate was about to conclude considera- 
tion of tho navy appropriation bill to- 
day, Senator Piles, of Washington, pro- 
posed an amendment Increasing from 
two to four the number of new battle- 
ships to be authorized. As 'several 
senators desired to speak on the 
amendment, the further consideration 
of the bill was postponed until to- 
morrow. An amendment to the naval 
bill was adopted appropriating $7,000,- 
000 to begin construction of the two 
battleships authorized by the bill as 
It was passed by tho house 

Doukhobora Resume March. 

Port Arthur, Ont., April 23.— Fifty 
Doukhobors now in Fort, William will 
resume their pilgrimage and hope to 
reach Montreal this season. 

Toronto News' Denial. 

Toronto, April 23.— Tho rumors that 
tho Hon. Frank Cochrane and E. B. 
Osier, M.P., had purchased the Toronto 
News to be run as a Conservative or- 
gan, aro -officially denied. 



Russia's Battleship Order. 

London, April 23.— The Russian gov- 
ernment, according to a trade jour- 
nal, has ordered five warships, each 
ono to be larger than the Dreadnought, 
from a firm of Clyde shipbuilders.

Mr. Jerome said that his 
office would bo represented at the 
hearing, and that ho would fight to 
the last ditch any and every attempt 
to give freedom to the slayer of Stan- 
ford White. 



FEARFUL OF CRISIS 



Proposed Visit of the Fleet to 
China Objected to in Vari- 
ous Quarters 



Pekin, April 23— American official 
Influence in Pekin is strongly op- 
posed to the proposal that tho Ameri- 
can fleet of battleships call at Chinese 
ports, because during the past few 
weeks the conditions in Manchuria 
lHivo created an international situa- 
tion which is regarded hero as dan- 
gerous. Furthermore, tho spontaneous 
alignment of the powers for the first 
time since the conclusion of the 
Russo-Japanese war and the attitude 
of encouragement to China discerned 
in this American naval demonstration 
has aroused suspicion. Germany, 
Franco and other powers support tho 
coming of tho fleet, and Great Britain 
acquiesced in the proposal, but the 
final position of Russia Is uncertain. 
This is by reason of tho Russo- 
Japaneso unity on tho question of gov- 
ernment of Russian and Japanese sub- 
jects in Manchuria, as well as Rus- 
sia's self-confessed dependence on a 
recast of the Russo-Japanese relations 
to insure peace in tho Pacific. 

There is an impression hero that 
Secretary Root and Baron Rosen, Rus- 
sian ambassador to tho United Stales, 
are neither of them favorably disposed 
to the present plan 'of the attempt of 
China to effect a coup d'etat in Man- 
churia, but China is convinced that 
the United States will not be able to 
retire from its position in the matter 
of the control of the municipality of 
Harbin, and she therefore hopes for 
favorable consideration from Washing- 
ton of her plan. China is apprehen- 
sive lest the United States should now 
weaken on tho realization of the prin- 
cipal clause of the Portsmouth treaty, 
for this would permanently defeat tho 
efforts and the object of tho Chinese 
administration of Manchuria. Because 
of tills apprehension, it would take 
only a trifle to precipitate a crisis in 
this connection. It is interesting to 
note that both Japan and the United 
^tates suppressed as far as possible 
tho recent occurrence at Mukden when 
several Japanese attacked the native 
staff of the American consulate thero. 

The recalling by Japan a few days 
ago of Baron Hayashl, the Japanese 
minister to China, and thus putting 
an end to his temporary filling of this 
post, which wa's endured for a year, 
Is known hero to show that Japan 
recognizes the advance of a new phase 
In the Manchurlan question, The 
powers are aware that the policies of 
Russia and Japan are based upon 
secret agreements and memoranda. 

This fact has been revealed by tho 
developments of the present situation. 
It is said hero that an effort is thus 
being made to establish the principle 
of secrecy In important agreements. 

China has submitted her entire side 
of the Clllentao boundary case, and 
the documents have been forwarded to 
Tokio. She will shortly signify her 
refusal of the proposal made by Japan 
regarding the postal service In Man- 
churia. 



REGISTERED MAIL STOLEN 



Bold Edmonton Thief Makes Away 
Away With Sack From Door 
of Mail Car 



Edmonton, April 23.— A daring theft 
of a mail sack containing a package 
of registered letters, eight in number, 
took place yesterday morning from 
tho mail car of the Alberta express, 
which had arrived a short time before 
from Winnipeg at the C. N. R. station. 
When the express arrived in the city 
tho mail clerk left two registered letter 
sacks on a hook near the open door 
of tho car. While lie was absent both 
were taken. The robber made off 
with tho sack for tho local post ollice, 
but ono with registered letters for C, 
& 1.0. stations was hidden under an- 
other bundle of sack's. The mall clerks 
lay in wait for some time, expecting 
the robber to return for the second 
sack, but he did not re-appear. No 
trace has been obtained of tho thief.

Vote on Mr, Monk's Amend- 
ment Taken Early This 
Morning 



DISPOSAL OF DOUKH0B0RS 



Sir Wilfrid Lauder's Statement 
Regarding Major Hod- 
gins' Charges 



Ottawa, April 24. — By a vote of 85 to 
•11 the amendment of Mr. Monk, call- 
ing for tho abolition of tho bonus to 
booking agents to induce settlers to 
come to Canada, was defeated at 12.30 
a. m., at which hour tho division bells 
rang. For the first time since his elec- 
tion Mr. Vervllle voted against the 
government, and ho was joined by 
Armand Lavergne and Alonzo Rob- 
itallo. 

Mr. Lavergne gave notice that he 
would on the llrst opportunity on going 
Into supply move that the -money used 
for bonusing booking agents should be 
used for the repatriation of French- 
Canadians now in tho New England 
states. 

Sir Wilfrid and Mr. Borden wound' 
up the talk, which has extended over 
four days. Mr. Borden denounced tho 
bonus system, and Sir Wilfrid upheld 
it. The premier argued that tho inspec- 
tion system In regard to Immigration 
was almost perfect. 

Ralph Smith laid down tho theory 
that it was Canada's hounden duty to. 
provide a breathing space for the 
seething thousands in the congested 
cities of Europe. That was the mis- 
sion of the Dominion. Mr. Smith did 
not admit that tho policy was satis- 
factory to the labor people, but he was 
not speaking for labor, but for tho 
whole of Canada. Mr. Smith upheld 
the bonus system. 

Mr. Lennox was informed by Mr. 
Oliver that an order in council had 
boon passed amending the regulations 
governing the distribution of seed 
grain in tho west by authorizing tho 
furnishing of grain to people who had 
not sown grain In the season of 1907. 
There had been no diversion of the 
appropriation from the purchase for 
which it was voted. 

Mr. Lake asked regarding the re- 
moval of the Fort William Douichobors 
back to Saskatchewan. Mr. Ayles- 
worth said an order had been issued 
for the release of nineteen convicted 
Douichobors, but it was not correct 
that tho government contemplated 
sending the people back to Saskatche- 
wan. The released men and women 
would be allowed to come and go as 
they pleased, and the government 
could not undertake to guarantee the 
future good behavior of these people 
on their return to Saskatchewan. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurler said the charges 
made by Major Hodgins as to Im- 
proper classification in tho construc- 
tion of tho Transcontinental railway 
had been the subject of a conference 
between Mr. Parent of the Transcon- 
tinental commission and himself. Mr. 
Parent had promised to prepare a 
statement in the matter, which tho 
premier promised to submit to thd 
house. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurler announced that, 
he had at last received a telegram 
from Ambassador Bryce stating that 
tho treaties recently concluded be- 
tween Great Britain and tho United 
States regarding the boundaries and 
fisheries question had been sent to tho 
colonial oflice. Mr. Bryce asked if ho 
•should send the Canadian government 
■copies of the treaties, and Sir Wilfrid 
replied yes. 



GEN. LINEVITCH DEAD 

Commander of First Manchurian Army 
Succumbs to Attack of Pneu- 
monia 



St. Petersburg, April Zi.— Lieuten- 
ant General Linovltch. aide-de-camp 
to Emperor Nicholas, and command- 
er of the First Manehuri.vi a; my, 
died from pneumonia tiiU cvemng. 
Ho had been ill for a Mi'.Ia over a 
week, ..and on several occasions syn.p- 
toms of heart failure manifested 
themselves. On Tuesday he had an 
attack, from which ho rerre-ered, but 
yesterday it was found necessary to 
perform an operation, after which tho 
patient gradually became Walter. 

General Linevltch was 'jo years r.ld. 
He was fighting In tho'Caucasu,s when 
he was 21. and took Dnrr. In the 
Russo-Turkish war of 1877-73. Since 
then he had served in all of tho Rus- 
sian-Asiatic- campaigns. Ho was 
prominent In tho relief of the lega- 
tions at Pekin, succeeding Admiral 
Alexloff in command of the Russian 
troops. He assumed command of the 
First Manchurlan army of tho Rus- 
sian forces on March 17, 1005. Gen- 
oral Linevltch was in tho battl<? of 
Mukden and a number of other im- 
portant engagements.

J, H. Hawthomthwaite Asserts 
That if Nominated He Can 
Carry Nanaimo

The Socialists of the province aro 
planning to run a candidate In each 
constituency at the coming federal 
elections and It Is reported that the 
executive of the party has come to 
the conclusion that J. H. Havvthornth- 
malt must retire from the provincial 
arena and contest Nanaimo with 
Ralph Smith, the present member. 

It Is reasoned by the Socialist . that 
Sir. Hawthomthwaite added greatly. to 
the strength of his position with the 
vote at Nanaimo by the stand he took 
upon various matters at the last ses- 
sion of the provincial legislature, and 
it is believed that he will have a walk- 
over in Nanaimo. The constituency is 
the one the Socialists count on carry- 
ing, anil their efforts will be largely 
concentrated to pull their man through 
there at the expense of Ralph Smith. 
In the other constituencies of the prov- 
ince the Socialists have hopes, but 
they are mostly forlorn ones, and their 
campaigns outside of Nanaimo will bo 
mostly what they dearly love to term 
"educational." 

A feature of the politics of the So- 
cialist party will be a joint conven- 
tion of Alberta and British Columbia 
which is to be held in Fernle on May 
22. Delegates from all flic local ex- 
ecutives in the two provinces will be 
In attendance. Following this con- 
vention will be the nominations of the 
party in the various constituencies 
throughout the province. 

In Vancouver it Is probable that the 
candidate of the party will be E. T. 
Klngsley, who Is looked upon by the 
Socialists as the strongest man they 
could put in the field. The local can- 
didate has not been selected but will 
probably be named at a convention of 
the Socialists of the Island to be held 
in Nanaimo .May 7. 

J. H. Hawthomthwaite M.P.P. who is 
at present in the city stated to the 
Colonist last evening that he had had 
no Intimation from Vancouver that he 
was to resign. The matter' was left in 
the hands of the local party author!- I 
ties and the convention in May, of the 
island constituencies would ileal with 
the matter. Were such a recommenda- 
tion as the one referred to received 
from the provincial executive It would 
have weight with the island .Socialists. 

"If I am selected as candidate," he 
remarked "I am confident that I can 
win out against Ralph Smith anil the 
party has gained ground and four or 
five locals, the last one at South Salt 
Siting, have lately been Instituted. If 
the party desires me to run, I shall 
most certainly do so, but whoever is 
selected will carry Nanaimo, Lady- 
smith, Northfield, Cranberry and Cedar 
districts and should hold their own 
against Ralph Smith In other places. 
His stock is steadily going down. The 
first time he contested Nanaimo he 
obtained 750 votes, last election he 
got but DS3. 

"This is largely owing to his atti- 
tude on labor matters.

TO REGULATE SOURCE 
OF CITY'S FC01I SUPPLY 



Civic Committee Considers a 
Bylaw to Provide for Pro- 
per Food Inspection 



If the council adopts the recom- 
mendations of the health and morals 
comimlttee there will be put In force 
regulations which will allow of a city 
official inspecting the slaughterhouses 
in the neighborhood of the cityv with 
a view of enforcing proper sanitary 
arrangements relative to the prepar- 
ation of meats for market and their 
sale in the city. At the regular meet- 
ing of the committee held last evening 
the question of the proper inspection 
of foods was brought up when the by- 
law, which will be introduced to the 
council by Aid. Gleason was consider- 
ed. The bylaw provided for the ap- 
pointment of inspectors, and the work 
will be under the direction of the 
sanitary inspector, who, it is proposed, 
will for the time being be provided 
with an assistant, the position of milk 
inspector now lllled being brought 
within the scope of the sanitary in- 
spector's work. It is the intention to 
have the city sanitary officer inspect 
outside Slaughter houses, none being 
in the city, and he will be given pow- 
ers under provincial statute to that 
end. 

The suggestion of the South Saan- 
Ich municipality that the city appoint 
a committee to confer with the coun- 
cil of the former municipality, and 
also with the Oak Bay municipal coun- 
cil with a view of considering the ad- 
visability of a public abattoir was 
brought up, but ivliilo the majority of 
the health and morals committee ap- 
pear to favor a prrmt of that kind. It 
is felt that the new bylaw, properly 
enforced, will meet all requirements. 
While no slaughter houses are allow- 
ed within the city limits the statement 
was made that there has been slaugh- 
tering of cattle in the city, and such 
practice will be stopped. 

A bylaw to regulate places oT amuse- 
ment was also considered, and will 
probably be introduced to the council 
at its next meeting . The intention Is 
to prevent pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
roller rinks, etc., from bring kept open 
on Sunday. Several complaints havi 
been made recently of such places be 
lug allowed to run on Sunday.

Mull advices from Hongkong slate 
that the boycott arranged against the 
Japanese In South China is growing to 
a much greater extent than that of last 
year against the United States.

waters, and release a vessel which 
every Chinaman In the southern pro- 
vince is convinced in his own mind 
was legitimately seized for a serious 
breach of customs regulations. We do 
not at any time during the American 
boycott remember such excitement as 
Canton is now manifesting, nor do we 
remember such action Hj the deliber- 
ate destruction of American goods al- 
ready on hand. Tills lias happened in 
the present instance and the mob has 
actually been "moved to tears' by 
patriotic speeches the like of which 
have never before been heard in Can- 
ton.

tion, which enabled him to win all 
hearts, and his tact in dealing with 
men which brought him the highest 
position of the slate.

It, was 
by force of character rather than by 
intellectual genius or emotional fervor 
that ho led his party to victory."

Sanitary Conditions of Chinese 
• Laundries Are Now Being 
Improved 



| With the new wash house bylaw, 
recently passed, to come into force on 
June 1 thoro has, of late, been con- 
siderable activity shown by tho pro- 
prietors of Chinese laundries in get- 
ting their premises into shape to con- 
form with tho bylaw. The recent re- 
port made by the dtty plumbing In- 
spector showed that not a single 
Chinese laundry came within even 
measurable distance of being sani- 
tary and now that the time limit has 
been fixed, before which their places 
of business must be made to conform 
with tho regulations, the Celestials 
are busy. 

There are tit present twenty-ono 
Chinese laundries in the city and of 
these nine are now in course of be- 
ing brought up to the standard or as 
near thereto as possible. It is recog- 
nized that to comply with the provi- 
sions of the bylaw in every respect, 
would mean that all the Chinese 
lauridyles would have to go out of 
business and now premises, erected at 
great expense, but while every effort 
will he made to have these places 
sanitary it Is probable that In some 
particulars the regulations will nut. 
be enforced to the limit. 

At present those proprietors who 
wish to make changes in their laun- 
dries must first obtain a permit from 
the sanitary Inspector, who is thus 
enabled to enforce the necessary reg- 
ulations before the laundryman has 
romp leted his work. In the nine 
Chinese laundries now being lixed up, 
concrete floors are being laid, the 
walls lined with metal to prevent the 
steam from soaking into the wood- 
work, the tubs lined with lead and 
proper connections made with the 
drains. With these improvements it 
Is felt that a groat deal Will have 
been done towards improving tho 
sanitary conditions of such premtses 
and those proprietors who neglect to 
obey tho regulations will not be al- 
lowed to continue business. 

Marine Department Inquiry.

Major Hodgins states that 
tho public will then see how anxious 
the railway commission is fir ;i free, 
fair and open enquiry. 



A GAME RESERVE ON 
VANCOUVER ISLAND 



Government May Take Early 
Action in Marking Out 
Area

The question of the setting aside 
of a game reserve on Vancouver is- 
land Is reported to bo under serious 
consideration by the members of the 
provincial government. From what 
can be gathered, information is being 
secured from all possible sources as to 
the best area to mark out as a hunting 
preserve a stretch of territory in Which 
sportsmen will not be permitted to 
shoot indiscriminately. 

At the last session of the provincial 
legislature an amendment to the game 
act was passed giving the administra- 
tion power to set aside any tract of 
crown land as a game reserve. It is 
ffGvided, also, that within tho terri- 
tory specified, the government has the 
power to regulate the use of firearms 
—in fact, that the killing of big game 
will bo entirely at the discretion of 
tho provincial authorities. 

If reports can be credited, it Is the 
intention' to malic We of the power 
thus given in the hear' future. The 
only thing that' is interfering with Im- 
mediate action ; is the doubt in tho 
minds of sohje as to the part of Van 
couver Island. Which would most ha 
turally adapt itself to such a reserve 
as it is proposed malting. 

Suggests a Reserve. 

Yesterday Curator Kermode of the 
Provincial museum, who has traversed 
the most remote fastnesses of the is- 
land and Is thoroughly conversant with 
tho possibilities of the different sec- 
tions from tile game standpoint, #as 
asked for his opinion. He said that 
there was no doubt whatever in his 
mind that the land lying between Kyu- 
quot inlet and the southeast arm of 
Quatsino sound was the area that it 
would be best to set aside 1" support 
of his contention, M:. Kermode ex- 
plained that this territory is fenced in 
a natural way. It was completely 
surrounded by water on all sides with 
the exeoption of that to the east. The 
latter was approximately twenty miles 
in length, and a mounaln range situ- 
ated in that locality formed an excel- 
lent easterly domarkation of the re- 
serve. 

Elk Abound. 

The fact that this section could 
easily bo set aside, however, was not 
the only argument in favor of its se- 
lection. He knew, personally, and he 
was sure that sportsmen acquainted 
witli the country would corroborate his 
statement, that It abounds With elk. 
They were to be found In that district 
In large numbers. Other game, also, 
was plentful, hut, or course, the most 
attractive feature to the disciple of 
Nlmrod would be the former. In all 
respects he thought the area outlined 
would be the best for such a. purpose, 
should the provincial government de- 
cide to take action. 

The Idea, of a. game reserve is ac- 
cepted favorably among sportsmen on 
the mainland. In the Interior those 
who Interest themselves in outdoor life, 
almost unanimously, expressed them- 
selves as supporters of the proposal to 
mark out a preserve somewhere In 
East Kootenay. They claim that some 
action of the kind is necessary if It is 
desired to prevent (ho big game of 
British Columbia from becoming ex- 
terminated. They give Provincial 
Warden Williams the highest praise 
for the work which he has done, and 
that which lie lias underway. All ap- 
pear to be taking the stand (hat, as 
the game Is an Important asset as an 
attraction to tourists, tile laws against 
Indiscriminate killing should be strin- 
gently enforced. 

An Inciclont. 
' An incident recently occurred at 
East Kootenay Illustrating the deter- 
mination of (he provincial authorities 
to bring thoso hunting Illegally to time. 
A report was received at Golden, a 
town situated on the main line of tho 
C. P. It., east of Bevels toko, that a 
party of hunters were In the adjacent 
hills with guns and all other neces- 
sary hunting paraphernalia. Without, 
loss of time a posse of police was dis- 
patched in search of them, as It. was 
concluded that, the season for all 
game being closed, they could only he 
out to break the law. Up to the pres- 
ent no word has boon received as to 
tho success or otherwise of their 
search, but the promptitude with which 
action was taken is approved by all 
residents of that section.

AMBITIOUS SHIPPING 
SCHEME OF CHINESE 



Translation of Prospectus for 

National Steamship Lines 
'•• .' Circulated Here 



Chinatown is agog over the prospec- 
tus of the new national Chinese steam- 
ship company 1 circulated in the local 
Chinese quarter and tho fact that the 
dragon flag of China may be seen at 
the outer wharf vying with the Brit- 
ish, Japanese, French and other flags 
flown by steamers in the Pacific trade. 
It Is expected that liberal subscriptions 
will be made here in common with 
other Chinese settlements on this coast 
to aid the Chinese at home. A trans- 
lation of some of the clauses of the 
prospectus shows that the .scheme, of 
which news was briefly given some 
days ago, is nothing if not an am- 
bitious one. 

A literal translation of the prospec- 
tus follows: 

Notice of raising capital for tho 
Lalng Yuet Chinese Merchants' Steam- 
ship Company. 

British boats on the West River con- 
sist of only two vessels, the Sianam 
and the Nanning. , As soon as a piracy- 
takes place a pretext is made for des- 
patching troops. This is a question of 
life and death to our two Kwang prov- 
inces. To preserve our sovereign 
rights we, brethren, should raise the 
capital and take steps at once. 

Chinese residents in foreign ports 
are ill-treated by foreigners, Day by 
day they long for the help of Chinese- 
owned ships. For tho cause of our 
brethren we ought to get without de- 
lay first class steamers plying between 
Shanghai. Japan, Yokohama, Honolulu, 
Sun Francisco, and other ports, and 
plying between Annam, Saigon, South- 
ern Seas. Singapore, Australia and 
other so as to help our brethren at 
home and abroad. 

With a capital of YVn 6,000,000 the 
Nippon Yusen Kalsha, In only twenty 
odd years, have increased their fleet 
to more than SO steamers, sailing on 
the Pacilic and between tho various 
countries of Europe and America. Af- 
ter paying dividends they have now ac- 
cumulated a capital of one hundred 
odd millions of dollars. With a capi : 
tnl of $1,000,000 the China Merchants' 
S. N. Co., after paying dividends, Is 
now estimated to be worth not less 
than ten million dollars. Everybody 
knows the great profit made by 
steamers. 

The population of Japan is only 
somo 00,000,000 people. Tho passage 
and trallic of a population of 50,000,001! 
have rendered possible great profit fo 
their steamers. As we Chinese are ten 
times more than the Japanese and our 
trade extends to every part of the 
globe, we entertain no fear that our 
freight and passenger business will 
not be prosperous. So we have a bet- 
ter hope of success. 

Tho amount for each share in the 
Steamship Company Is $5, to be called 
up In the second moon. Owing to the 
urgent necessity of preparing steamers 
of our own, it is agreed by all that the 
share must bo paid up In one call. As 
to the management, the members of 
the 72 guilds will sign their names and 
bo-operate with the merchants of the 
various ports, The business of (he 
steamer has nothing to do with the 
authorities. All tho capital will be 
used for gelling ships and there will be 
no risk of loss through the failure of 
thoso to whom wc make deposits. 

"At tho various ports In the Pacific 
and the Atlantic, oceans we find not 
a single steamer flying the Dragon 
flag. Tills is a great loss of face to 
China. Wo have repeatedly received 
letters from VdriOUS ports at home and 
abroad. On account of the patrolling 
rights of the West river every w here' 
are established associations of the fel- 
low countrymen of tho two Kwang 
provinces. Tiioy hope sincerely that 
tho capital will be raised at once for 
getting !;(eaniors ourselves. An in-

Slam, the Southers seas, Ja- 
pan, Honolulu and San Francisco to 
establish branches for taking in shares 
at the places where Chinese assemble, 
in after days the management of the 
passage and freight businesses In pai t 
will be entrusted to the branch there 
so as to ensure prosperity. 

"There are a great many of us Chi- 
nese versed In navigation. Owing to 
lack of steamers In our country they 
have boon cheaply employed by for- 
eigners. For the sake of our brethren 
we must get a large number of steam- 
ers. 

"Most people of China cannot go to 
foreign countries to get a livelihood. 
If our merchants have vessels now, 
our brethern will find it easy to go 
abroad in future. 

"There will be steamers at home and 
abroad running for (lie benefit of our 
brethren at all times, and in lime of 
war they may be used as transports 
for troops and supplies, 

"Tho quantity of rice inland is not 
sufficient for consumption, and steam- 
ers are relied upon for conveyance of 
supplies. When Chinese merchants 
have steamers of their own for convey- 
ing rice there will lie no need to de- 
pend upon foreigners. 

"The business of the steamers will 
be commenced at once. As then- will 
be no credit or loan, profits may bo 
realized every day. There will bono risk 
of loss as the steamers will be insured. 

"As a great number of sailors and 
workmen will be employed on the 
steamers we will follow the way adopt- 
ed by tho management of ,tha Nippon 
Yusen kalsha. In after days wlien we 
increase our number of steamers to 
tens or hundreds our Chinese work- 
men will have a now means of obtain- 
ing a livelihood. 

"Tho' interest on the capital of the 
steamers will bo ten per cent per an- 
num. And in addition to that, ten per 
cent, out of the net profits will be paid 
to the staff managing the shipping 
business and the remainder Will go to 
the shareholders. 

"Owing to getting .steamers, speed- 
ily, tho capital will be collected fully 
at one call. The interest on the capi- 
(al will be distributed In the following 
year in accordance with the regula- 
tions. There will he no postponement, 
so that the custom of merchants will 
bo adhered to. Respectful notice of 
tho members of the 7- Guilds of the 
Kwangtung province."

MR. DRIiMKWATER DEAD 

Veteran Official of Canadian Pacific 
Railway Falls Victim to 
Pneumonia 



Montreal, April 23.— Charles Drink- 
water, assistant to tho president of 
tho Canadian Pacilic railway and one 
of the oldest ami best known of Can- 
adian railway oillcials, died at his 
home here this evening shortly after 
8 o'clock, after an illness of only six 
clays from pneumonia. Ife had been 
suffering from a severe cold for sev- 
eral weeks, which last Saturday de- 
veloped into double pneumonia, and 
from the first there was little hope of 
recovery ut ills, advanced age. 

The deceased was an Englishman, 
and after serving in subordinate capa- 
cities in various English roads ho. 
came to Canada in 1801 and entered 
the' civil service as private secretary 
to Sir John Macdonald. then Prime 
Minister of Canada. He held this 
position for (en yearn, and left it to 
becomo assistant to tho genera! man- 
ager of the Grand Trunk. 

When in 1881 1 the Canadian Pacific. 
Company was formed, Mr. Drinkwater 
was appointed secretary* which office 
ho held until the first of March last, 
when ho retired from that oflice to 
become assistant to tho president 
and parliamentary agent of the com- 
pany at Ottawa and Quebec. Ever 
since the formation of the C.P.R. Mr. 
Drinkwater has been its diplomatic 
agent at Ottawa, and ho was a nota- 
blo llgure at tho capital for the -past 
quarter of a century, frequently ap- 
pearing before tho railway committer 
of parliament. He was grtfatly respect- 
ed In railway circles, and his. death lit 
regretted alike by tho officials of the 
C.P.E. and u Wide circle of railway 
friends."! ' ' ' 
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EXTRAORDINARY DISCLOSURES 

A telegram of more than ordinary 
interest at the present time appeared 
in the Colonist, yesterday under an 
Ottawa date. Wo quote it in Its en- 
tirety, so that there can be no doubt 
raised us to the authenticity of what 
may be said in Uie course of. the com- 
ments, which, follow: 

Ottawa, April — A further ap- 
pendix to the report of the royal 
commission which Inquired into the 
collapse of the Quebec bridge has 
been laid before parliament. It am-' 
plillCH the previous condemnation of 
the Quebec Bridge Company's meth- 
ods-, pointing out In the first place 
that the method adopted by the com- 
pany of procuring tenders by issuing 
general specifications, and calling up- 
on contractors to prepare plans in ac- 
cordance therewith, was not In the 
best interests of the work. Owing to 
the financial weakness of the com- 
pany, contractors had little assurance 
that they would get any return for 
their expenditure of time and money 
upon the preparation of plans. The 
latter task should have been entrust- 
ed to engineers Independent of any 
contracting or manufacturing com- 
pany. 

"An error of judgment made by the 
Quebec Bridge company," say the 
commissioners, "was the selection of 
an "engineer who did not possess the 
necessary special knowledge and ex- 
perience to prepare specifications." 

After contrasting the specifications 
of the bridge with those for the 
Forth, Blackwdll'd and Ottawa 
bridges, the 'commissioners conclude 
that the specifications of the Quebec 
bridge ••called for material of slightly 
lower ultimate strength than was 
u.=ed in any of the other bridge*, 
while the bridge itself had the long- 
est span of all." 

"The specifications throughout 
showed that ihe whole subject .was 
not considered with sufficient care, 
not only from' a technical standpoint, 
but from a practical or business 
Standpoint .While inconsistencies are 
of frequent occurrence, ambiguity 
and lack of definition made the whole 
specification!; defective," 

The ••company'- referred to in the 
above telegram is an organization 
mentioned in Chapter Si of the Do- 
minion Statutes for 1003, and persons 
who desire any particulars regarding 
it. which are not herein given, can 
refer to the statute themselves.- This 
company lias an authorized capital of 
$1,000,000, and of this." on Oct. 10, 
lflO.1, $200,000 had been subscribed, on 
which $05,585.70 had been paid up. 
The province of Quebec gave the 
company $250,000 and the city of Que- 
bec $300,000, and the Dominion had 
promised a subsidy of $1,000,000, and 
has paid $371,353 on account thereof. 
In all the company had received In 
cash $924,302 in the way of subsidies, 
and had sold $-172, 000 worth of bonds 
for $2S3,279. That Ik, up to that time 
the company had received from all 
sources $1,271,214.70. It had expended 
$91-1,802 and was in debt $779,550. The 
sum of $6,866,882 was necessary to pay 
the company's indebtedness and com- 
plete the work, and it was unable to 
go any further without additional gov- 
ernment assistance. So the govern- 
ment came to the rescue by under- 
taking to guarantee the bonds of the 
.company to an amount not exceeding 
$G.K7S,200. The difference between this 
siini and the amount which, the com- 
pany said would be needed was to 
be made up by the shareholders, who 
were to subscribe stock to the amount 
of $200,000, out of which the loss on 
Ihe bond sale was to be recouped. On 
these ligures, which are taken from 
the statute above mentioned, the sum 
of $356,214.70 seems to be unaccounted 
for, but there Is no need to discuss 
this point at present. We note fur- 
ther: 

The plans and specilieations for all 
the ivorka of the undertaking were to 
be submitted to and be approved by 
the Governor In Council before an\ 
work was constructed thereunder: 

There were to be eight directors, of 
whom the government was to appoint 
three, who need not have been share- 
holders In the company. 

These are the only provisions In the 
contract, as set out In tho statute, 
which are material just now, or that 
have any bearing upon the comments 
of the Commission from which the 
above extracts are made. First as to 
Ihe financial weakness of the com- 
pany. We are not told If this weak- 
ness was due to the condition of the 
company before: the passage of the 
Act of 1903, but admitting that it was, 
then we have the extraordinary state 
of things that Ihe government of Can- 
ada asltcd Parliament to pledge the 
credit of tho company to more than 
fix million of dollars to be expended 
by a company; which was In such poor 
financial condition that it could not 
get proper plana prepared. We can- 
not think of anything more damaging 
that can bo charged against u gov- 
ornme'nr, and wo are not surprised j 
to be told Inrthdr that this company, 
on whoso Board tho government was 1 
represented by throe directors, a com- 
pany having tho expenditure of mill- 
ion's of money of tji.e people of Can- 
ada, a company authorised to provide 
» great link In a notional transcon- 



tinental railway, did'not select an en- 
gineer lit to prepare the specifications 
for such a work, and would leave itself 
open to such damning criticism as Is 
contained in the last paragraph above 
quoted from the report.. If It shall 
bo said that the things of which the 
commissioners complain took place be- 
fore the government was represented 
on the Board, the. answer seems to be 
that it was the duty of the govern- 
ment before permitting the company 
to go on with a government guaran- 
tee and with such governmental in- 
dorsement as the presence of three 
directors on the Board could give, to 
have ascertained the things which the 
commissioners have now found out." 
If proper plans had ' not been drawn. 
If an incapable engineer had been 
placed/ in"! charge of the work, if tho 
specifications had been prepared with- 
out ' sufficient care and with a lack of 
technical and practical experience, If 
the specilieations called for a dower 
ultimate strength^ than, was exacted 
in the case of bridges with a shorter 
,span, surely it was not necessary to 
wait until three score lives had been 
sacrificed and millions of dollars 
worth of material had been reduced 
to" scrap iron to find It out. The most 
ordinary business care ought to have 
suggested a close Investigation before 
the company was allowed to go on. 
Moreover, tho plans and specifications 
had. to be approved by the government. 
Therefore, while it cannot bo said 
that the government Is legally respon- 
sible for the accident, it is morally 
so. It either knew the things which 
tho Commissioners allege, or it did 
not take the trouble to ascertain what 
the facts were. In either case it must 
be held responsible before tho bar of 
public opinion for the loss of life and 
of money. 

At the bend of this financially Irre- 
sponsible and Incompetent company 
was Jlr. Simon Napoleon Parent, Pre- 
mier of Quebec, which gave the com- 
pany $250,000; Mayor of the city of 
Quebec, which gavo the company 
$300,000, and now Chairman of tho 
Board of National Transcontinental. 
Hallway Commissioners. He is the 
man who is primarily responsible to 
the government of Canada for the 
iniquities disclosed . by Jlajor Hod- 
gins. Wo submit certain propositions 
as incontrovertible. 

Mr. Parent, irresponsible and in- 
competent to expend the six of seven 
millions necessary in the construction 
of the Quebec bridge, Is not ^he man 
to be entrusted with tho expenditure 
of over sixty-live millions In the con- 
struction of the eastern division .of 
the National Transcontinental Rail- 
way. If lie was unequal to the task of 
procuring competent engineers' assist- 
ance in such a work as the bridge, 
what guarantee have the people of 
Canada that he is equal to the much 
greater task, with which he has been 
entrusted? We take the position that 
In view of the statements contained 
in the appendix to the report of the 
Quebec Bridge Commissioners above 
quoted, the retention of Mr. Parent 
at the head of the National Transcon- 
tinental Railway Commission will be 
a gross scandal. No company was 
ever more severely condemned than 
the Bridge Company, of which he Is 
the head, has been by an impartial 
commission appointed by tiie govern- 
ment of Canada. The press of Canada 
ought to unite In a demand for his 
immediate removal. 1

When Sir Wilfrid Laurier was asked 
Ills views upon anti-cigarette 
legislation he said that "parental 
spanking was better than parental leg- 
islation."

We 
always knew that Sir Wilfrid was not 
lacking in courage, but to have him an- 
nounce himself as an advocate of the 
the almost forgotten art of spanking 
will come as a surprise.

Carried Off By a Tiger.. .. 

It is not often, that a person who 
ha« been in the claws of a tiger can 
tell later how the experience seemed 
to him. John Bradley, an English 
sportsman, had the good luck to es- 
cape with his life from such a pre- 
dicament, and in his "Narrative of 
'Travel and Sport" tells what the sen- 
sation was like. He was hunting 
tigers in the eastern part of Burma 
when he met with the adventure. Two 
other Englishmen were with him at 
the time. 

We marched along carelessly with- 
out observing order or caution, und 
were not prepared to take advantage 
of Akbar's warning, when he exclaim- 
ed, "Beware, sahib!" and a full-grown 
tiger went past us at a gallop. 

A straggling volley was fired after 
it, and although evidently not struck, 
the beast stopped, und rearing up on 
its hind leg,-, clawed the bark of a 
tree just as a cat scratches the leg 
of a chair or a table. _ 

Mr. Grant and I fired simultaneous- 
ly, but without effect, and before a 
thought of the creature's intention 
had time to flash through my mind, 
I was down under its paws. 

Seizing me by the left thigh, the 
tiger shook me as a dog shakes a rat, 
and then, growing horribly, dragged 
me at a tremendous rate through the 
thick undergrowth of the forest. I 
heard the frightened shouts of my 
companions and the report of several 
shots, and then a dizziness came over 
me; but I did not lose' consciousness;. 

As i was jolted through the forest, 
I several times caught hold of the 
trees; but the tiger, growling fierce- 
ly, shook me free In an instant. All 
this time, although quite calm and 
collected, I fell a strong desire to pre- 
serve my existence, and never for a 
moment experienced that apathy with 
regard to the danger that some per- 
sons have described under similar 
circumstances. 

How long I was in the jaws of this 
brute 1 cannot tell.

I hat I had been dragged at least half 
a mile from the spot where 1 was first 
seized.

The moment the tiger halted it re- 
leased my thigh, and seemed to lie 
attracted by the approach of my com- 
panions, although as yet I did not see 
them myself, Taking advantage of 
this release. I tried to escape to the 
shelter of some tall bushes near at 
hand.

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul' is 
harnessing the St. .Joe in ! Northern 
Idaho, and theoretically— will develop 
200,000 horse-power at a cost approxi- 
mately of $9,000.000— ehaugti. it Is sa,M, 
to drive 500 Mogul engines with 1«Q 
miles of train. During the present year 
the Great Northern will receive four 
100-ton electric locomotives to be used 
in the Cascade tunnel. These now 
three-phase locomotives are the first 
of their -type to be used for railroad 
service in this country, and they are 
larger and more powerful than any in 
Europe-. Each locomotive will bcequip- 
ped with four motors rated at a:.'.") 
horse-power, which will make them 
able to haul a 1,000-ton train (or 
about 100 loaded ears) at a speed of 
fifteen miles an hour up a 2 per cent, 
grade. The motors will be used for 
■'braking" oll u flown grade as well as 
lor hauling when going up.- Going 
down they will bo used as generators, 
assisting the air-brakes in holding the 
train and making additional current 
for the line.

thirdly, Britain is threatened with a 
most serious industrial and commer- 
cial crisis. This began by affecting 
the railway and shipping companies 
and is likely to extend to every 
other branch of industry. A Lon- 
don correspondent, cabling under date 
of April 18, says: \ 

Nearly . every railroad company in 
England complains of lack of busi- 
ness. Railroad managers admit that 
they are at their wits end to get 
traffic. Some of the companies are 
losing thousands of pounds weekly 
expenses are being cut down whole- 
sale. England's shipping Industry is 
also in perilous straits. There is a 
decrease ol! no less than 459,000 tons 
in the shipping under construction 
as compared with last year. For 
twenty-four years. England has never 
experienced such a crisis in the ship- 
ping Industry. Hundreds of big 
steamers are laid up or arc being 
run at a loss, while 00.000 tons of 
shipping are lying idle in the Tyno 
and the tigure is mounting up. Poor 
trade and a big rise in the price of 
coal are the chief causes of the 
slump, both in the railroads ami ship- 
ping business.

Queen Victoria declared that a ser- 
mon he preached before her en "Life 
and Death," was the most beautiful 
she ever heard. lie \Vas with Her 
Majesty in her last moments, and he 
preached before King Edward at 
Whlppingham on the'Sunday follow- 
ing the great Queen's death. One 
nppenucd paragraph. We fancy the -day Mr. Davidson was dining witli a 



number of clergymen, when a mem 
her of the party, turning to his col 
leagues, said; "Now to put a bridle 
upon our appetites!" The primate Im- 
mediately replied: ."Now to put a bit 
between my teeth!" Dr. Davidson is 
the finest horseman among tho occu- 
pants of the episcopal benches, a fact 
that throws some light upon the re- 
tort. Hero is a delightful story of the 
primate in his curate days. One day 
at Dartford he took a Sunday school 
class In a neighboring parish.. The 
subject was King Solomon, and after 
the lesson he proceeded to catechise 
tho children.

Cardinal Regi- 
nald Pole, the last Catholic Archbishop 
of Canterbury, a Plantagenet In the 
female line, was of course Chancellor 
of both Universities. 

Born eighty-two years ago, the ven- 
erable Lord Lister is said through his 
scientific discoveries to have saved 
more lives than Napoleon took in all 
his wars. No small achievement this, 
nnd, says the Evening Standard, one 
for which the. respect of every living 
being, the love of his friends and rela- 
tions, the honors and decorations of a 
dozen universities and societies, are 
but small recompense. His discovery 
of the antiseptic treatment is just over 
forty yenrs old, and before then it is:

It Is most unfortunate 
for a prime minister who wishes to 
reconstitute his party on a sound 
basis that he was not placed In power 
before the programme of a Socialistic 
session bad been expounded. Most 
cruel Irony of all is that Mr. Asqulth 
Is personally Identltled with the mea- 
sure which Is most particularly taint* 
ed with the policy of confiscation. 
From tho Licensing bill there is no 
honorable retreat. Mr. Asquith has 
deliberately placed himself full In the I 
limelight, but has forgotten to pro-, 
vide himself with a form of words to 
give him a decent exit. 

London Dally Chronicle.— Mr. As- 
qullh as he entered Charing Cross 
station en route for Biarritz is said 
to have smiled upon tinf reporters and 
quidnuncs whom he left behind him. 
The Dally Chronicle considers that he 
had K"o'i reason for bis quiet laugh, 
for be was taking all his secrets with 
him beyond their reach. Inconveni- 
ent in other respects though the re- 
moval of the Court to Biarritz must 
lie. the prime, minister-designate may 
rind some compensation In thus being 
able to interpose the Channel and the 
pleasant land of France between him- 
self and the rest of the political 
world. Forecasts of impending 
changes in tlie government must 
therefore be taken with some reserve 
— as essays at the best in "intelligent 
anticipation." it should be remember- 
ed thut a prime minister who accedes 
to power in Mr. AsquitlVs circum- 
stances, though theoretically he is at 
liberty to remodel the administration 
us he will, is on practice hampered 
by many considerations. The pre.ient 
administration is as Mr. Asqulth finds 
it a strong one. unci when bis secrets 
are revealed the general opinion will 
lie that in some respects it has been 
made stronger still. 

The London Daily Express thinks 
it is one of the most obvious advan- 
tages of tlie British constitution thai 
tho King, the titular bead of file- 
stale, is lefl outside tin- controversies 
of party politics. The statement thai 
"tlie King can do no wrong" Is not 
an exaggerated homage to an indivi- 
dual, but tlu- expression of a great 
constitutional principle, since the 
King only acts as his ministers ad- 
vise, and therefore the responsibility 
and possible blame both lie on their 
shoulders. It follows that criticisms 
of the actions of the King are rare 
from any political quarter. And they 
arc obviously In execrable taste, since 
the sovereign suffers from the pecul- 
iar limitation ol' pot being in a posi- 
tion to reply to bis critics. Taking 
these facts into consideration, the 
article in yesterday's Daily Chronicle, 
in which King Edward is severely 
blamed for allowing Mr. Asqulth to 
go to Biarritz during the present min- 
isterial crisis, must have been rend 
by all loyal Englishmen with dismay 
aiid indignation. The Idea that it 
would be more .seemly I'm- the King to 
conn- to Mr. Asuuith is a. specimen 
of the ridiculous inversion that ap- 
peals to tin- Radical-Socialist. Eng- 
lishmen generally will remain perfect- 
ly certain that had there been any 
sufficient reason for his return the 
King would have come home without 
a moment's delay, and the puerile at- 
tack of the Radicals will add 10 tlie 
growing national disgust with their 
particular form of criticism. Tho 
Kingvhns done the government a con- 
siderable service. The postponement 
of the Confiscation lull must have 
coino as a relief to scores of Radical 
members, who, with memories of 
Hastings and I'eekhum. tire trembling 
for their seats. Despite certain den- 
ials, we believe that when Easter has 
passed tin- government will have de- 



cided on certain thoroughgoing modi- 
fications of this iniquitous measure, 
and Mr. Asqulth and his, colleagues 
are doubtless grateful for the period 
of peaceful consideration afforded 
them in consequences of tlie change 
in premiership. •

Many Inventions Plumed to Save the 
Lives of Shipwrecked 
Sailormcn 



The merchant shipping advisory 
committee lias been conducting- ex- 
periments with lifo-savlne appliances 
lor use on vessels to assist the board 
of trad.- of Greal Britain in its in- 
vestigation into tin- proposals to com- 
pel all vessels to carry some means of 
getting a rope ashore. A number of 
appliances to save Ufa on shipboard 
u-en- tested, One was fin- Bredsdorff 
Stranding buoy. This affair consists 
of a copper boal-sliaped buoy, lifted 
with three separate water-tight coio- 
IHiltmentH and a sail, and, according 
io the inventor, it is capable of sup- 
pprttng three men in the water; while, 
apart from this, -the idea is that in tlie 
ease of a. vessel running on tlie rocks 
near land tin; buoy could be launched 
with a line attached, and could carry 
lie- latter to tin- shore. Another In- 
ventor hud a larc;e box-kite, which it 
was contended would prove equally ef- 
fective id similar eunorgenclesj and 
another a patent gun. On the top of 
tlie barrel, then- is fixed a cylinder 
i-onlninlng the- line, which is in turn 
attached to the projectile. Vet an- 
other, apparatus took the form of a 
cannon which fires :t H-lb. shell, and 
wltli this a line was thrown a -distance 
of -100 feet in the teeth of a strong 
wind.

SETTLERS COMING HERE 
FROM ALL DIRECTIONS 



Many Enquiries for Informa- 
tion Being Received at the 
Bureau of Information 



Intending settlers are coming to 
British Columbia from all directions. 
F. I. Clarice, assistant secretary of the 
bureau of information, asserts that 
enquiries for land, personal and by 
means of communication, aro being 
made at his department in large num- 
bers every day. . 

From eastern Canada, from all parts 
of the United States, from the north- 
west, and even from some of the east- 
erly sections of this province, people 
are writing for information of the val- 
leys to the north; those sections which, 
it is expected, will be opened up, to a 
greater or lesser extent, by the Grand 
Trunk Paclllc railway. 

It is the opinion of Mr. Clarke, who 
bases his judgment on the character 
of tho demands of those writing from 
the outside, that the Bulkley valley 
ami the country adjacent to the ter- 
minus of tho G. T. P. will be the scene 
of the most rapid settlement this sum- 
mer. He states that those desirous of 
coming here are, for tho most part, 
farmers. They want pre-emptions 
and, of course, ask particulars of tho 
law governing the obtaining of crown 
lands on such a basis. The majority 
intend going in for mixed agriculture, 
all hough many arc particular t» ask 
whether the land, of which informa- 
tion Is requested, is suitable for fruit 
growing. 

Another interesting feature of the 
communications being received by Mr. 
Clarke Is the curiosity being evinced as 
to the Queen Charlotte islands. Many 
want to know something about them, 
whether the land Is good from an 
agricultural standpoint, and whether 
there are mines or other industries. He 
thinks that tho next few years will see 
many settler;, in that locality.

Judge Lampman Settles a Disputed 
Point in County Court 
Practice 



Judge Lampman yesterday gave a 
judgment in a taxation matter of in- 
terest to lawyers practising In tho 
county court.

A. A. Richardson, of Vancouver, 
being at present In the city for this 
purpose. Tho loss sustained by Sea &

ment made. That linn suffered a to- 
tal loss of $1C,000 and have received 
payment in full on their insurance 
policies to tho amount of 59,000 their 
net loss being $7,000. Tho claims of 
J. C. and C. A. Fields, real ostato bro- 
kers for losses on office furniture, on 
which Insurance to the amount of $500 
was carried have also been paid in full.

OAK TREES ONE OF 
. VICTORIES CHARMS 

Fred M. Jones Claims Their In- 
discriminate Removal De- 
preciate Beauty 



Though the question whether an oak 
tree shall bo hewn down or permitted 
to remain standing seems somewhat 
trivial, the controversy between the 
City Council and Fred AY. Jones, a 
resident of Rockland avenue, involves 
considerable more than that point. It 
is unnecessary to rehearse tho facts of 
tho difficulty. They are well-known. 
In a word, however, the local authori- 
ties arc desirous of removing a certain 
stately oak, claiming that it interferes 
with the proper laying of sidewalks 
and the general improvement of tho 
thoroughfare, Mr. Jones is determin- 
ed that they shall not carry out their 
plans, at any rate with respect to the 
tree fronting-, his property. 

Mr. Jones docs not wish It to appear 
that he is trying to hinder the officers 
of the municipality In their endeavors 
to beautify the city. Ho said jester- 
day that lie was in line with such a 
movement. In his opinion, however, 
the cutting down of tho oak trees surely 
could not be considered a step in the 
direction of improvement. He thought 
they formed one of Victoria's princi- 
pal attractions. Without them tho 
greater part of the charm of tho resi- 
dential sections of the city would de- 
part. 

Of course it was right and proper 
that, whore they came in the centre of 
a roadway or where the branches 
were likely to annoy pedcslralns, steps 
should be taken to remove the ob- 
struction. But lie thought it was a 
crying shame that trees, whoso sturdy 
trunks and gnarling branches bespoke 
age scarcely estimable, should be cut 
off promiscuously. He knew of In- 
stances where this had been done 
without serving any good purpose. 
Such was tho cuse in reference to tr.iii 
over which lie was having trouble. 

"Why," he said "tho other day I 
was talking to an alderman who in- 
formed mo that trees wore tho curse 
of British Columbia. 

"Anyone of intelligence," Mr. Jones 
commented, "would put that down as a 
ridiculous statement. This, the most 
westerly part of Canada, would bo as 
barren as the Sahara desert were it 
not for its timber. There is no deny- 
ing tho fact that it Is one. of its prin- 
cipal resources and, moreover, that 
much of the sbll used In agriculture is 
j best adapted for the growth of fruit

The question of an abattoir Is no 
new one in tills city.

The city 
has long ago ordered all slaughter 
houses outside the civic limits nnd 
the butchers have been compelled to 
locate their establishments for the 
slaughtering of cattle in the rural 
sections. 

That the leading butchers of Vic- 
toria are not averse to the establish- 
ment of an abattoir, and in fact have 
already considered the project, was 
stated yesterday by R. J. Porter, of 
the llrm of Robert Porter & Sons,

We are 
not averse to tho idea, tin the con- 
trary, I am sure that the 
butchers of the city would welcom 
the idea, particularly now that tho 
city lias reached tho stage whore, 
with the Influx of population and tho 
growth of the small businesses, it is 
necessary that belter sanitary con- 
ditions should In 1 maintained. The 
local butchers would doubtless be 
willing either to have the city put 
up (he abattoir and pay a reasonable 
charge for tho slaughtering and stor- 
age of meat or put up the plant them- 
selves, hut the matter has never been 
brought to a stage beyond mere men- 
tion of it and the details have never 
been worked out. The city two years 
ago showed no disposition lo allow 
such a plant fo be erected within the 
city limits, and until some favorable 
location can be decided upon and the 
project worked out in all its details 
file Jtieal butchers will doubtless fol- 
low tlie pro-tent system. 

What Plant Would Cost. 



If the city council insisted lie would 
take It to the courts. Though the 
oak in question was outside his fence 
he was convinced that he had the legal 
right to it.

After returning from the Okanagan, 
R. M. Palmer, provincial horticulture 
commissioner, the other day made a 
hurried trip to the Cowichan district. 
He found the farmers, apparently, In 
a prosperous condition, looking forward 
confidently to a busy season, 

Mr. Palmer was especially Impressed 
with the work of the Cowichan cream- 
ery. That Institution, he says, Is ob- 
taining more orders than can be filled. 
In other words Its output is larger than 
its capacity. In his opinion the reason 
that the demand Is greater than the 
supply Is tho unquestioned excellence 
of the butter manufactured. And the 
latter, he believes, Is due to the care 
excerclsed In the purchase of cream. Ho 
asserts that the management Is ex- 
ceeding careful In this respect and, 
consequently the dairymen uf the dis- 
trict have begun to he just as much 
bo iii bringing It to the creamery as 
soon after milking as possible so thut 
It may be perfectly fresh. 

While he Is not In a position to 'say 
positively, Mr. Palmer thinks that the 
other provincial creameries also are do- 
ing splendid trade, At any rate he is 



"It has been estimated that such a 
plant will cost at tho leasf $100,000. 
There would be all arrangements for 
the proper and economical slaughter- 
ing of cattle, the proper inspection of 
the meat so that nothing but the 
healthly parts would come upon the 
market, and the necessary cold stor- 
age facilities. The system has work- 
ed well In other cities and would 
doubtless be equally satisfactory 
here. But these are details which 
would have to be worked out later." 

Tho problem which now confronts 
tho butchers, the disposal of the 
offal from the slaughter houses would 
be solved by t ho establishment of an 
abattoir. The residue can bo proper- 
ly rendered and the hi -products have 
a commercial value as fertilizers 
which would prove a source of reve- 
nue. Mr. Porter believes that such a 
plant could be located within tho city 
limits and would nol prove a. nuis- 
ance, as modern devices in the way 
of smoke consumers and other appli- 
ances could be Installed to complete- 
ly do away witli any noxious odors. 

"The time is coming when some 
such means will have to be adopted 
by the butchers," said Mr. Porter, 
"and the action of the South Saanich 
municipality, if followed by other 
municipal bodies, will doubtless bring 
the mailer lo the front." 

Regarding the statements made by 
some of the South Saanich coun- 
cillors that often meat, not fit for 
consumption, ' is offered for sale, Mr. 
Porter said that, speaking for his own 
Arm, ho could positively say that 
every precaution is being taken to 
see that all sanitary conditions are 
complied with. 

"The public of Victoria, probably 
moro ho than hi most cities, Ik par- 
ticularly discriminating and nothing 
hut tlie best Is purchased here," he 
concluded. , 



The programme for this year's 
work in the surveying of outlying 
sections of the province has been 
practically completed. More of this 
will be done during the forthcoming 
summer than has been attempted 
heretofore, it being the intention of 
leading j tho Provincial Government lo obtain 
accurate and official knowledge of the 
different promising agricultural val- 
leys to the north, as far as possible, 
In order that settlers may be intro- 
duced on a satisfactory basis. 

Surveyor General McKay stated 
yesterday that surveys would be 1 car- 
ried on during the warm season In 
many parts of the interior of British 
Columbia. Among the principal ag- 
ricultural sections to be dealt with 
are tho following: Blackwater (Cari- 
boo), Lillooet, Nechaco, Bulkley and 
Porcher Island (south of the townsite 
of Prince Rupert). 

It was explained that tlie reason 
the. authorities had selected these sec- 
tions for immediate survey work was 
because they seemed to be the main 
points of attraction to the outsider at 
the present time. On that account it 
was desired that the crown lands in 
the respective localities should be offi- 
cially recorded. Thus it would be 
possible, on enquiry being made at 
the department, to give the Intending 
settler all the Information he would 
require to enable him to make up his 
mind as to whether he would care to 
settle in tiny of the districts. And 
should he decide to take up a pre- 
emption he would be able to estab- 
lish a homestead without the dissat- 
isfactory possibility of being told, lat- 
ter, that ho had not taken up the land 
to which he had been assigned. 

Surveyor General MacKay was ask- 
ed whether any steps had been taken 
towards surveying tlie Queen Char- 
lotto Islands. In reply ho said that 
the matter was under consideration. 
Although nothing definite had been 
done it was altogether likely that a 
party would be sent there at an early 
date. 

Last evening a party of six left for 
the north in charge of Surveyor Har- 
vey. It is understood that their in- 
tention is to . spend the summer at 
work through the territory adjacent 
to the Skeena river. 

The surveyor general affirms that 
there are many applications for land 
in the neighborhood of Prince Rup- 
ert. This fact has Induced the gov- 
ernment to send an expedition to 
Porcher Island, which lies just off tho 
townsite of the prospective G.T.P. 
terminus. He says that the Investi- 
gation already accomplished has 
proved that the Island mentioned is 
splendidly adapted to agricultural 
use. lie expects that it will be fully 
taken tip in tho not dis'ant future.

HOUSEHOLD^ RECIPES 

Eggloss Gingerbread. 

One cup best molasses. Put in mix- 
ing bowl and add one teaspoonful gin- 
ger, a little suit and two tablespoon- 
fuls melted shortening. (I always use 
nice clean beef drippings.) Put a. 
rounding teaspoonful baking soda into 
the cup which held the molasses and 
fill it two-thirds with boiling water. 
Stir into the' molasses and when it 
foams add about two end a half cup- 
fuls of sifted flour. Bake In a mod- 
erate oven. Good warm or cold. 

Wholesome Dessert. 

Cook a cupful of rico until tender. 
Soak half a pound of prunes In plenty 
of cold water, then simmer very 
slowly until tender, sweeten and pour 
over the rice. Let both cook togeth- 
er for a few minutes. Servo with 
sugar and cream. 

Devil Cake. 

Two rups brown sugar, half cup 
butter, two eggs, half cup boiling wa- 
ter, half cake chocolate, two and a 
half cups Hour, teaspoonful of soda, 
half cup sour cream, half teaspoonful 
of cream of tartar. Put soda in 
cream and cream of tartar in Hour. 
Mix well. 

Sandwich Filling. 

Take four hard boiled eggs, cut 
them in half and remove the yolks. 
Grate a suitable amount of American 
cheese, and mince a few good sar- 
dines. Mix these t^ree ingredients 
thoroughly, season with a little salt, 
pepper, etc.. ami add enough, olive nil 
to reduce the mass to spreading con- 
sistency. Butter thin slices of bread 
and cover with the filling. For a. 
change, chopped olives can be added, 
but they must be cut line so as to 
blend with the oilier materials.

One-Egg Cake. 

One and a half (tips granulated su- 
gar, half-cup butter, scant, 0:10 cup 
sweet milk, two and a half cups sill- 
ed pastry flour, one egg. two and a 
half level teaspoonful.- baking powder 
in sifted (lour. Flavoring. Heat but- 
ter and sugar thoroughly, adding a 
little of the milk to help make il 
creamy. Beat egg well and add, then 
the. balance of milk, .lust at this point 
1 beat the mixture with the egg beat- 
er, which makes it line grained. Add 
flour last. 

Puff Pos'-ry. 

How often one rinds that a cook 
who is able to produce many templ- 
ing and palatable dishes has no abil- 
ity in making good puff paste. No 
doubt, In the ordinary household, it is 
largely a. question of lack of time; 
and many housewives feel thai the 
shortest method of making "pies" Is 
the one which they of necessity think 
they must adopt. Hut it is well to 
know how puff paste should l>e made; 
and some day when the opportunity 
offers it will amply repay one to take 
the utmost care In making pastry. To 
Insute success in this undertaking the 
first requisite Is to see that all the 
ingredients are of tho best quality and 
are thoroughly chilled. The paste 
should bo made in a cold room and 
handled with cold hands, Before he- 
ginning, see that all the ingredients 
nr ft ready and the articles required are 
conveniently at hand. If you are 
without a marble slab, thoroughly 
chill a large platter. Choose a good 
UQtt pastry flour, as bread flour can- 
not be used with as good a result. 

■Sift the flour, put it on the platter 
and make an opening or "well" In the 
centre. Into this put a teaspoonful 
each of salt and sugar. Into n largo 
howl of water put a good sized piece 
of Ice, and a pound of butter, and 
work the water through' the buttor 
Until It becomes clastic and loses its 
brltUoncssi The reason for jproaoing 



the butter Is not to take out the salt, 
but to make it elastic and to break up 
the oil cells. After the butter is washed, 
break off a piece the size f an egg, 
and flatten the remainder, leaving it 
in the water. Put. the small piece of 
butter In the middle of the flour with 
the salt and sugar, adding at the same 
lime the white of one egg and a 
tablcspoonful of lemon juice. Place on 
the table near you a. cup of water. 
Keep your hands as cold as possible, 
and with two fingers and the thumb 
work the Ingredients in the centre into 
a paste; then begin t' add a little 
water and take in a small quantity of 
flour, until you have added about two- 
thirds of a cupful of water and the 
dough is soft and elastic, but not wet. 
Dust the board lightly with flour, press 
the dough together gently, using onlv 
the fingertips. The dough at this 
stage is culled the "foundation." and 
it Is best not to tone!, it with the 
hands any more than necessary. Dust 
a fresh napkin with flour, place the 
' foundation" in II. and stand for ., la- 
bour In a. refrigerator. 

After that time bring It to the board, 
cut in halves and roll each half in a 
sheet half an inch thick. Lift the but- 
ter front the bowl of ice water and dry 
it on a napkin. Cover the board thick- 
ly with flour and with the aid of the 
rolling pin flatten the butter out to 
about the size of one of the sheets of 
dough, riace the butter on one of the 
sheets of dough, dust It with flour unj 
put the remaining sheet of dough on 
top. Dust th,. top lightly with flour, 
and press them together, rolling from 
you. until the sheet of dough Is about 
two feet long. With a limber knife 
turn in the sides and ends so they wili 
meet; turn the paste around, pound 
it gently with the pin anil roll it from 
yen. Fold as before, place on a nap- 
kin in a pan aim stand on the Ice for 
fifteen minutes. At tin- end of this 
time roll and fold it again, putting it 
hack on tin. ire for another fifteen 
mimes. Always roll it from you, and 
r,'\ e 11 at hast two more rollings 

Tiie pastry has now had what we call 
''.'■■' "turns," which will make it stif- 
I icle.itjy light tor ordinary use 
though professional cooks would 
it eight or more turns for pat, 
lurtlou. After it has been rolled foi 
the last time, fold the paste ncarlv 
•square, wrap in a napkin, on a flat 
pan. and stand in a cold place over- 
night. 

Puff paste should not be baked the 
same day It is made, unless it | s made 
\ory nearly In the morning and kept on 
lce ""til late in the afternoon Tie- 
paste should be very cold when put in 
the oven, as heat expands the dough 
and produces the lightness. The baking 
Is of equal Importance to the maltlii" 
A moderately quick oven, about 380 
degrees Fahrenheit, is a good tempera- 
ture lor starting, but after the pastrv 
Is light cool the oven to :;iiO degrees 
ami maintain this heat until it is crisp 
and thoroughly baked.

Like the Quakers 
they believed it was wrong to fight 
and refused to serve in tho Imperial 
army. For a hundred years they were 
persecuted. They were banished to 
Siberia and their villages were brok- 
en up. Yet, in spite of persecution 
they not only survived but Increased 
In "number. "About the year 18S7 the 
laws enforcing military service be-- 
came so severe that after trying to 
resist them for ten years, the Doukho- 
bors determined, if possible, to flee 
from the country. The mother of the 

Czar, the Empress Maria, visited the;-"" ; 

part of the country near the Caucasus | °P on on Pandora 
mountains where the persecuted people 1 u;,s ' ffl ven ' regret 
were living. They obtained an inter- 
view with her, and the Czar, influenc- 
ed by her advice, like Pharaoh of old, 
said that they might leave the coun- 
try. Count Tolstoi, Prince Kropotkin 
and the Society of Friends were in- 
terested in the people, who were will- 
ing to leave their home and country 
for the sake of a doctrine which they, 
too, held dear. After looking at vari- 
ous places, an article in the Nineteenth 
Century on Western Canada by Prince 
Kropotkin, decided those who directed 
the movements of the Doukhobors to 
bring them to Saskatchewan. Ten 
years ago, the first shiploads of these 
immigrants arrived and now there are 
K.GOt) of theni In the country. There 
are three colonies of Doukhobors, one 
at Thunder Hill west of Swan river, 
the Vorkton colony and another far- 
ther north called Roathern in the 
Prince Albert district. 

It is vet., hard, says .Mr. Ford, to 
obtain reliable information concern- 
ing the religious beliefs of the Douk- 
hobors who are very ignorant and 
suspicious of all strangers. They tiro 
under the leadership of Peter Veregrin 
who was an exile in Siberia when his 
countrymen came to Canada, lie vis- 
its their villages and during his stay 
a sacramental table is spread In the 
village street. He distributes the 
communion as they bow low before 
him. The only other religious service 
they have is a strange kind of chant. 
They have no priests and no churches. 

The writer of the article says that 
the Doukhobors who goon pilgrimaged 
are animated by the same spirit as 
were the Palmers and Crusaders of 
the middle ages. They live in com- 
munities and are clean and industri- 
ous. In some of the villages there are 
100, in others li.OUO people. Each child 
in the family is entitled to receive 16 
acres of land.

Kidney beans 'boiled in the usual 
way and served with mayonnaise 
dressing make an excellent salad if 
placed on a bed of crisp lettuce leaves. 

When 'not in use hot-water" bottles 
should be inflated with air and screw- 
ed up tightly so that the sides do not 
adhere to each other. The India rub- 
ber will last much longer if this is 
persevered in whenever the bottle is 
put away even for a day or two. 

Aluminum ware is so much used 
how that a preparation for churning it 
will be found useful, it tarnishes 
quite as quickly as silver and brass; 
so tea kettles, coffee pots, etc;., can be 
cleansed as follows; Dissolve twenty 
grains of borax in water and a third 
as much ammonia. Shake well to- 
gether; apply and polish until the 
white glittering effect comes that hi 
always on new kettles. 

A kitchen sink should be kept spot- 
lessly clean. The best way. to clean a 
galvanized iron sink is to rub strong 
soap powder into every corner and 
over every inch of surface. Let it rest 
for ten or [if teen minutes, then with 
a scrubbing brush and boiling water 
go over the whole, rubbing vigorously. 
When thoroughly scrubbed polish with 
a. soft flannel cloth wet with kerosene. 
This prevents the sink from rusting 
after the strong powder lias been used. 
For a porcelain-lined sink use kero- 
sene first, last and every time. 

When b.uying a fresh length of car- 
pet for tiie stairs let it be a couple of 
feet too long, then at regular inter- 
vals have it relaid, so that the part 
which has been stretched just over the 
edge of each step, thus getting most 
of the friction, is pulled a little up or 
down. This gives fair wear and tear 
all round, and will trebly prolong the 
life of your carpet. Thick brown pa- | 
per, or tin understrlp of felt, should be 
laid under stair carpets, as this pre- 
vents their rubbing on rough wood, 
and also pleasantly deadens the sound 
uf passing feet. 

To clean Venetian blinds wash each 
lath separately with water, to which a 
little ammonia is added. Sponge with 
clean water and dry with a soft cloth. 

To get a polish on mahogany furni- 
ture clean it constantly with beeswax 
and turpentine, using -nice clean dust- 
ers to polish It. Apply very little 
beeswax tit a time, using a piece of 
clean flannel. If the furniture will not 
take the polish clean it witli soapy 
water and let It dry before polishing:

Never leave the Matirons standing 
on the stove after you have finished 
ironing. After they have been left to 
heat and cool time and again they lose 
their "temper" and will not hold heat. 
If the starch has stuck to them scrape, 
then rub over with coal oil or beeswax 
and set on end on a shelf until needed. 
If they are not to be used for a long 
time grease all over and wrap in 
brown paper. 

Hard soap is useful when cleaning 
house, and can be made from the ac- 
cumulation of fats saved during the 
winter. Take twelve gallons of soft 
water, add six pounds of soda ash and 
three pounds of unslake lime; let It 
come to a boil and put It into jars. Let 
It stand one day, put it Into the kettle 
without the sediments and add twelve 
pounds of grease. It must be boiled 
live hours. Lot It stand for a day and 
slice into cakes of tin- desired size. 
Less can be made in proportion. 

Get. the white window netting for a 
thin covering to throw over the table 
after meals. It can be purchased, three 
yards wide for 75 Cents. one yard 
and a half or two yards will be till 
that is necessary for a very large 
table. To make it very substantial and 
easier to iron, bind the edges with a. 
two-inch fold of white lawn. Cut the 
strips on the .straight of the goods, 
having them four inches wide. Turn 
under both edges, fold through the 
middle and press with an iron. It will 
make il much easier to apply to the 
net. If a more dainty effect Is desired, 
run three bauds one-half inch wide 
above the border. If one cares to use 
a color, and il is a pretty effect, either 
blue or yellow will be neat, though 
something to match the scheme of the 
dining room is preferable.

The Late Bareness Burdett Coutt-s. 

The change which has taken place

BASEBALL TOO SCIENTIFIC 



It Is Stated That 1-0, 2-1 Scores Are 
of Too Frequent Occur- 
rence 



Some one offers the idea that it Is 
doubtful whether tho patrons desire 
more batting, and refers to tho fact 
that the American league teams aver- 
aged nine hits to a game last season; 
and then it Is added, "That ought to 
satisfy any fan." Manifestly, an aver- 
age of a single hit to an Inning Is in 
no sense strong batting. Frequently 
pitchers allow that many hits in a 
game and yet succeed In retiring their 
opponents without score. I contend 
that tho patrons strongly desire a 
livelier game. They not only want 
more batting and more scores, but 
they desire to see the rules enforced 
in connection with the pitcher so that 
his balking and manifest subterfuge in 
the work of delivering the ball cannot 
destroy that pre-eminent feature of 
years agono, viz., base running. The 
game Is getting too scientific for the 
majority of the patrons. They do not 
register much of a kick about it, sim- 
ply because they have come to tho be- 
lief that anything the magnates desire 
Is bound to. obtain, no matter what 
they may)' think. There Is just as 
much disgust today among the', en- 
thusiasts over the fool .foul-strlko rule 
as there was when It was first Intro- 
duced and placed In action, yet it Is 
accepted with complacency because all 
pre convinced that nothing would ac- 
crue from any kick about it. More 
lively games are desired by tho 
patrons — but they won't get them. The 
same monotonous l-to-0 and 2-to-l 
score games will prevail — contests 
wherein only two or throo men figure 
prominently In the playing. And again, 
when the batting averages shall have 
been compiled, this coming fall, there 
will be another heavy shrinkage all 
along the lino because tho pitchers 
"have it" on the batsman all tho more.

LONDON PAPEOS ON 
INTERNATIONAL GAME 

Tremendous Crowd .Witnessed 
Struggle for Premier Hon- 
ors in Great Britain 



Briar cliff. New York., April 23— 
Unless some legal objections are In- 
terposed one of tho greatest auto races 
ever held in this or any country will 
be run off tomorrow over the hills of 
North Westchester. When everything 
appeared in readiness today it was 
found that provisions Had not been 
made for the protection of the (owns 
In Westchester county through which 
the course lay. It was necessary to 
cable the London Indeihnlflora for au- 
thorization to Include the complaining 
towns, but it was expected that this 
matter would be adjusted before day- 
light. The contest which is known 
as tho B'rlar Cliff race, was planed 



The London Standard says of the 
big international football game: It 
may be said with much truth that tho 
wonderful crowd at New Hampden, 
Glasgow, was more impressive than 
tho play in the international match 
between England and. Scotland. The 
towns and villages of Scotland poured 
forth their Inhabitants into the great 
commercial centre, and the country 
practically made of Saturday a na- 
tional holiday. No fewer than 120,000 
people assembled, representing receipts 
of about £7,000. It was thought that 
the climax was reached two years ago, 
when the attendance at the same 
ground exceeded 102,000 and the re- 
ceipts totalled £4,931. That record 
was beaten thin .year. There is no 
finer football ground in the world than 
New Hampden, the homo of the 
Queen's park amateurs, and yet, with 
all the care taken, the crowd forced 
its way over tho rails on to the cycle 
track, and the ambulance corps had 
to attend to some seventy casualties. 
Happily, only one or two were seri- 
ous, but the lesson has been taken to 
heart, and already arrangements are 
In hand for further Improving the 
Hampden park "pen" system. Tho 
trouble was not due to the overcrowd- 
ing of the "pens," but to the crush in 
the gangways. Hundreds eluded the 
stewards and police stationed to pre- 
vent this overcrowding, and settled 
down comfortably on the touchllncs, 
while hundreds more stationed them- 
selves behind each goal. The latter, 
after considerable exertion on the part 
of additional police assistance, requi- 
sitioned by telephone, were prevailed 
upon to move back, and when the 
teams took the field it was fairly clear. 
The Scots were jerseyed in Lord Rose- 
bery's colors — primrose and ruse — and 
tho Saxons In the traditional white 
with dark knickers. 

Tho match Itself was keenly fought 
and on this account interesting, but it 
failed to reach tho high standard of 
the classic battles of the past. Modern 
football In the big events for reasons 
not yet easy to divine, lacks something 
of the old, intelligent inspiration, and 
this year we saw a Scottish team 
throwing tradition to the wind. They 
played a hard and sturdy game as 
usual, but the polish ami finesse wore 
less in evidence. These hitter quali- 
ties gave way to long kicking and 
much rushing. Had England risen to 
tho form shown in previous matches, 
.Scotland would have been beaten. As 
It was, the tally was a goal to each 
side, and on points the two countries 
tie for first place In the international 
tourney. England played tho nicer, 
and, in many respects the cleverer 
football, but a little more of what is 
best described as "devil" would have 
been beneficial. The Scottish defend- 
ers required more rushing, but the 
English forwards Invariably endea- 
vored to circumvent them by methods 
that wore pretty and clever, but not 
too effejtive. A cruel fate decreed 
that Rutherford should he badly hurt 
early in tlie game. Ills lameness was 
a big handicap, and Woodward had to 
pass in instead of mil, only to find 
Hilsou below his normal form. Wood- 
ward's play was often masterly, but 
not too consistent. WIndridge, the In- 
side left, rose to great heights. Ills 
play In the first half excelled anything 
else ho has done, and with a partner 
quicker in thought and action (ban 
Brldgett, his efforts might well have 
led to victory. The defensive honors 
of the match were borne- off by Oromp- 
ton, whoso tackling against such a 
dangerous forward as Qulun wan bril- 
liant. Oil tho Scottish side, Sharp and 
Allium were the shining- lights of the 
rear division. 

The Impression left was that the re- 



sult fitted the match well. Many aver 
that England's goal was not legitimate 
Tlie ball bounced off the bar, the ref- 
eree ruling that It had crossed tho Hne» 
and Independent critics in tho best 
positions to judge were in accord with 
him, while the Scottish captain is said 
to have given his opinion that it was 
a. fair goal. Seemingly the ball first 
struck the underside of tho bar and 
then the tightly drawn, top netting. 
Thoso who point to this goal as lucky 
should remember that Scotland's score 
was a rather tame affair, the ball can- 
noning of one of tho Englisment, and 
falling at the feet of Wilson, who could 
not possibly havo missed without mak- 
ing a wretched blunder. It must bo 
borne in mind that England, on losing 
the toss, had to face a high wind, 
which veered right round after chango 
of ends. Add -this bad luck to Ruth- 
erford's Injury, and we get at the mi>l rl 
reason of ^England's inability to win. 
All suid and done, however, It was tho 
vast and well-conducted crowd that 
made tlie match memorable.

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railwav company has applied for a 
franchise from the city of Port Angeles 
and Is preparing to enter that port by 
way of Seattle and from Port Angeles 
come in to Victoria by a ear-ferry 
across the seventeen miles of water 
that separates this port from that 
across the Straits. Telegrams were 1 
received by several Victorians who are 
interested in Port Angeles yesterday re- 
garding the proposals of the new 
trans-continental railroad 'which is be- 
ing hurried to completion and is ex- 
pected to reach the coast by next 
summer. Details of the arrangement, 
whereby Victoria is to have direct 
connection with the new system, are 
lacking. The news was the subject 
of considerable comment on tho water- 
front yesterday morning. 

Tho Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railroad lias made a contract with the 
Osaka Shosen kaislia, second in im- 
portance of tile Japanese, steamship 
lines and rival of tho Nippon Yusen 
Ualsha, for its trans-Pacific steam- 
ship connection. Mr. Hilland, second 
vice-president of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul road, is now on his way 
back from Osaka, where he lias been 
conducting the negotiations wltii 
President Nakabashi, of the Japanese 
line. The terminus of the Japanese 
line, three steamers of which are now 
under construction at the Alitsu Blshl 
yards at Nagaski and three building 
at the Kawasaki yards at Kobe, will 
be at Tacomn. Dockage facilities are 
being arranged at the mouth of the 
Puyallup river from where the present 
waterfront warehouses and factories at 
Tacoma will be reached by a car- 
ferry with capacity for fourteen 
loaded cars. Calls will bo made at 
Seattle and Victoria, and outward the 
steamers will run to Yokohama, Kobe, 
Nagasaki; Woosung and Hongkong. 

Port Angeles, from which city the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul rail- 
road is now seeking a franchise, which 
is practically certain, to be granted, is 
to be entered from the eastward. The 
city across the Straits, but an hour's 
steaming for a fast car-ferry, is the 
nearest of the ports of tho United 
States to the Orient, and to tho mar- 
kets of the north. It is stated that 
the plans of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul railroad in coming to Port 
Angeles and thence to Victoria Is to 
secure running arrangements with tho 
CP.R. to get to the north of tho island 
and thence tap tho increasing trade of 
the north.

New Chargeurs Reunis Liner Was to 
Have Docked at Esquimalt, But 
Dock is Too Small 



It is quite evident, says Engineering, 
that the centre of magnitude of the 
world's trade is moving in the direc- 
tion of the Pacific area. More than 
forty years ago, the late Secretary 
Seward made a prediction in tho Sen- 
ate of the United States that "the 
Pacific ocean, its shores, its islands, 
and tlie vast regions beyond, will lie- 
come the chief theater of events in the 
world's great hereafter." Those who 
have watched recent events see that 
prophecy is now being rapidly ful- 
filled, and it is necessary that all In- 
terested in industry and commerce 
should note tlie progress of events, and 
that statesmen should study the forces 
at work, so that their policy may be on 
right lines. Tho steamship traffic will 
afford a very good Index of the ten- 
dency of events, and it is interesting 
to note intelligent Japanese opinion 
regarding It. 

Japan and America 
Mr. Shlralshl, the manager of the 
Oriental Steamship company, of Japan, 
recently state,! that the steamship ser- 
vice of tlie Pacific Is varied In nature, 
but he thought it would be controller! 
not by England, Germany and France, 
but by Japan and America; and lie 
confirmed ttiat opinion by a reference 
to tlie trade on the American-Japan 
line, which he showed had greatly In- 
creased during the last ten years and 
he had no doubt the same tendency 
would bo kept up. In respect to pas- 
sengers, it was certain that with the 
growth of closer communication be- 
tween tho west and the east, the num- 
ber would be greatly Increased. Ho 
believed that tile exclusion of the 
Chinese and the Japanese emigrant is 
now an established fact, no matter In 
what language the treaties may be 
couched. The accommodation on 
board the steamers, must be im- 
proved, and the Japanese, who were 
interested in the matter, were deter- 
mined to make the means of convey- 
ance upon the seas as comfortable as 
those on laud. ; 

To South America 
The trade between Japan' und South 
America was only started a year or 
two ago, but already, it has made con- 
siderable progress.. Mr. ShiralshI, 
however, pointed out that as yet there 
were few Japanese who knew any- 
thing about the promising condition 
of the Japanese South American trade, 
and have not yet realized the fact that 
there is a new empire being, created 
In South America. Even as It is, trade 
with no country in tlie world seems so 
lucrative as that of South America at 
present; and lie urges his fellow 
CPU n try men to take full advantage of 
it. It seems to him that the destiny 
of the country depends on tile work- 
ing of the Pacific route, and therefore 

j Japan, to which tlie attention of the 
nations of the world is directed, must 

! always be on guard to establish her 
plans most firmly, and thus advance 
the progress and development of the 
country. We only wish we saw the 
same intelligent interest In the future 
of the British empire among its peo- 
ple as we find in Japan with regard 
to the future of Japan. The chief 
reason of its success in the past is 
tlie enthusiasm wfth which its people 
as a whole enter Into any plans for 
national aggrandisement. 



The French steamer Ceylan of the 
Chargeurs Reunis, one of the four

HOWARD D.TROOP 

HAD ROUGH VOYAGE 

Capt. Durko Writes of Big Seas Which 
Swept Outward Sailer, Injuring 
Some of the Crew 



Further details of tho rough ex- 
perience of the bark Howard D. 
Troop off Capo Flattery, as a result 
of which, as reported In telegrams 
from Neah Bay, tlie vessel returned 
to land one of her seamen whose leg 
was fractured, are given In a letter 
sent by Capt. Durk >f the How- 
ard D. Troop to .1. I '. Todd, a Tacoma 
ship-chandler. Capt. Durkee, writ- 
ing of what befel after the vessel cast 
loose from the Victoria tug Lome, 
said; 

"About 4 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon of last week the tug left tlie 
Howard D. Troop some distance out- 
side of Capo Klattery. The wind 
Was light and from the -southwest at 
the time. During the night, Capt. 
Durkee writes,' It backed Into the 
south and blew a gule before day- 
light Thursday. , In order to clear 
the shore oft' Vancouver Island, Capt. 
Durkee had to keep canvas on his 
ship. There was a heavy cross soa 
and' the Troop wallowed In it. 



"About C o'clock Thursday morn- 
ing Mate Sharp and his watch were 
on the forecastle head when tho ves- 
sel shipped an immense sea, which 
swept everything as It went fore and 
aft, carrying the men in every di- 
rection. 

"When we got the men together," 
adds Capt. Durkee in his letter, "we 
found that 0110 had his leg broken, 
the mate and another' .man were bad- 
ly bruised, one of them having a 
deep cut on his head. At that time 
wo, were about sixty miles from the 
cape -(Flattery) and it was blowing 
'so hard I could not fetch back. I set 
tho man's leg and got the rest of 
them lixed up the best I could. 

"That night it. moderated and tlie j 
wind shifted to south-southwest, and I 
I decried to runback, but before I 
morning (Friday) it breezed up again 
and blew harder than over , tlie ; 
weather being thick and rainy. I 1 
could not make the land until Sat- j 
urday morning." 

Upon arriving at Neah Bay Capt. 
Durkee got a doctor aboard, who ex- 
amined the injured man. He said 
the fractured leg was set as well as 
he could havo donu it, which Is a 
tribute to Capt. Durkee's skill as a 
surgeon. He found nothing seriously 
wrong with the other injured. The 
ship lay at Noah Bay until a steamer 
arrived from Port Townsend to take 
the injured sailor to the Marine Hos- 
pital in that port. 

That the master and his entire 
watch were not washed overboard is 
regarded as miraculous by those who 
can appreciate the kinds of weather 
the Troop encountered.

The fishing schooner Clara C, of Ta- 
coma, which was destroyed olf Cape 
Scott, at tin! north of Vancouver 
island, was a two-masted baldhead 
schooner with auxiliary gasoline en- 
gines of GO horse power, and was on 
her maiden voyage, she having left 
Tacoma April •! to fish for halibut, 
having been built for this business. 
Tlie schooner and equipment were 
worth $10,000. There was 110 insur- 
ance. The schooner was 73 feet . Ill 
length, had a 16-foot beam anil a deptli 
of hold of G feet. She registered 40 
tons gross and 31 net. She carried 
four sails; Jib, forestny, fore and main- 
sails.

Edgar B. Webster, of Seattle, who 
has returned from a trip around the 
world with ids bride, asked what was 
one of the most striking features of 
his journey, Bald it "was the fact that 
we did not once see tile American Hag 
on any vessel on tlie long journey 
from Hongkong to Europe. Ashore 
we did seo ' the flag occasionally over 
an American consulate, but afloat 
never, although we saw constantly tlie 
British, French, Italian and Japanese 
flags. 

The United States weather bureau 
will begin In June the Issuance of a 
new series of free monthly charts for 
the instruction and guidance of navl J 
gators.

Heretofore the mariner has been 
obliged to rely largely for this infor- 
mation on intuition and experience, 
although much valuable detail is given 
by the pilot charts issued from the 
hydrographic ofiice. The new charts 
will supplement' the latter, and mete- 
orological-data will Lie worked out 
to tlie Hnost detail. • ; .

As she entered 
the waters of the Pacific the Madura 
struck a terrific northerly gale with 
tremendous seas, which smashed 
In the starboard lifeboat and did 
general damage to the decks and 
everything movable. The Madura was 
seventy-two days from Philadelphia 
and felxty-two days from St. Lucia. 
She brings 5.500 tons of coal for the 
United Slates government.

GERMAN LLOYD 



Ten Vessels Aggregating Sixty-five 
Thousand Tons Placed on the 
Active List 



SUBMARINE SIGNALS 

AID NAVIGATION 

Simple Apparatus With Which New 
Unitod States Lightships Will 
Bo Equipped 



The North German Lloyd have 
made some very considerable addi- 
tions to their Meet in tlie shape of 
large steamers of the most modern 
type intended partly for the passenger 
and cargo traffic and partly for cargo 
trafile only. No fewer than 10 
steamers, aggregating a gross ton- 
nage of 65, 000 tons and 72,100 horse- 
power, were placed on the active list. 
Eleven steamers were launched in the 
same year totalling OiUOO gross tons 
with 44,ii00 horse-power, three of 
which have not yet been delivered. 
There are, moreover, two other 
steamers in course of construction, 
one. of 27,000 gross tons. by the 
Stettin (Vulcan) Company, and the 
other, of 17.000 tons, by the Weser 
company, limited. Including the 
boats now being built, the Norddeut- 
scher Lloyd own at tlie present time 
a fleet of 03 long-voynge steamers, 
with a total gross tonnage of 650,002 
tons and 543,050 horse power. To 
these must be added 51 steamers en- 
gaged In the Indo-China coasting 
trade, gross tonnage 75,220 tons and 
45,540 horse power, besides 57 river 
steamers, 6,500 gross tonnage and 
12,000 horse power; two training 
ships, with 5,800 gross tons; and 200 
lighters and coaling craft, witli a 
total of 48,700 gross tons. According 
to those figures, the aggmgate gross 
tonnage of the entire Norddeutscher 
Lloyd fleet amounts to no less than 
792.S50 tons.

The new lightships of the United 
States government on the North Pa- 
cific coast are to be equipped with 
submarine signal bells. The British 
and French lighthouse boards are also 
extensively using the signals. The sub- 
marine bell signal buoy is the outcome 
of a series of experiments that were 
commenced during the Spanish Am- i 
erican War. Anxious to learn vvheth-; 
er any of the enemy's vessels were 
nigh, an officer on -board an Aineri- ! 
can ship remembered that pilots ln^ 
thick weather formerly descended in- i 
to the hold, and, placing an 'ear] 
against the skin of the ship, listened 
for tlie paddle wheels of other ves- 
sels. Putting his knowledge into 
practice, lie readily obtained the desir- 
ed information. On his return to Bos- 
ton lie narrated his experiences to an 
electrician, ' and experiments were 
made both In the transmission and 
reception of signals antler water. Now 
the captain of a vessel can stand In 
his chart-house in foggy weather and 
hear signals transmitted at a distance 
of eleven miles. 

The apparatus is simplicity itself. A 
bell with a tongue worked by com- 
pressed air, is hung on a cable 25 feet 
beneath a lightship. On board 
the lightship Is placed a regulator 
which causes the bell to he 
struck at the intervals its "code" 
requires, just as tlie number of 
blasts made by a syren are regulated. 
'I'll Is is done by a toothed wheel, 
which at the proper moment raises 
one end of a telegraph /key and com- 
putes a circuit that releases the com- 
prlssed air, and in turn causes the 
tongue to strike the bell. The musi- 
cal note thus generated travels 
through the water at tlie rate of 4,700 
feet per second, or four times as 
quickly as in air. Neither storm, 
wind nor fog interrupts its passage, 
and It may be, heard on any vessel 
within range. 

In tlie case of syrens, it may be re- 
called that on several occasions ad- 
verse winds have carried tlie sound 
in tlie landward direction, while it 
lias carried the ship to destruction 
under the very shadow of the light 
house. 

On board ship the receiving ap- 
paratus is wonderfully simple. Two 
tanks are placed one on each side of 
tlie ship, in the forepeak of the ves- 
sel, as, far below the water line as 
possible, and each tank contains two 
microphones immersed in liquid. 
These form the "ears" of the ship, 
and from them wires arc run up to 
tlie chart room to an indicator box 
and telephones. By turning the poin- 
ter to either side the officer on duty 
can hear the bell immediately the 
ship comes within range. A little 
practice enables him to judge the dis- 
tance tlie sound has. traveled, and the 
code number of strokes tells him 
where the bell is located on the chart. 
By this means ships may be steered 
through dangerous channels during 
fog just as safely as in daylight. 
Should the ship be overtaking an- 
other suddenly the ships "ears" will 
record the working of the screws of 
the vessel in front.

A., D.D., principal of the Presbyterian 
Theological College, Vancouver, and 
Dr. W. A. Mclntyre, B.A., of Winni- 
peg. The meeting was "held in tho 
Orange Hall and Mayor Bethunc pre- 
sided over a large attendance. 

Dr. Mackay took for his '.subject 
Authority and Experience in- Teach- 
ing. He appreciated the honor done 
him in asking him to address a gath- 
ering which was bound to have auch 
an effect upon the future of "this pro- 
vince and the West. Tho' ideals of 
the teachers of to-day found their 
embodiment in the lives of the gen- 
erations to come and they were writ- 
ing one of the most interesting page3 
In tho world's history. 

"1 have chosen for my subject," 
said Dr. Mackay, "Authority and Ex- 
perience and Education — education 
which bases itself on authority and 
says 'I know tiiis thing and you must 
accept it.'" 

He drew a picture of tho early days 
at Yale 'and Harvard and the strict 
rules which prevailed. The student 
was not allowed to think for him- 
self, but was forced to accept what 
his teachers laid down. The result of 
this was that the standard of college 
life went down. Students resented 
this forcing of doctrine and there 
came a lime when they were neaTly 
all agnostic. This state of things re- 
mained until a certain wise presi- 
dent of Harvard asked for a dispu- 
tation on this subject and was sur- 
prised and pained to find that nine- 
tentlis of his students did not accept 
the tenets of the Christian faith. In- 
stead of railing at them he explained 
for two hours, and from that Incident 
can bo traced the modern movement 
which has resulted in the statement 
■being made that our colleges to-day 
are practically solid for Christianity. 

"It is not the exercise of author- 
ity which has brought about this 
great change," went on Dr. Mackay, 
"but an attempt was made to show 
tho men that the truths which the 
'churches have stood for are things 
which can be tested in living experi- 
ence. An example of the different 
•effects authority has is brought to 
mind by the memory of two colleges 
of the United States. One stood for 
orthodoxy and tried to guard its 
voting men from anything outside the 
doctrines it taught. The other col- 
lege pursued a diametrically opposite 
policy. Their young men were al- 
lowed to see what men were thinking 
in every phase of life and this col- 
lege turns out a majority of men 
•who accept orthodox positions, while 
strange as it may seem, the 'ortho- 
dox' college turns out a majority of 
men who adopt a heterodox position. 

"There are three phases in moljrn 
life which may.be acsouvired for by 
the fact that tho principles of auth- 
ority 1 have not been sufficiently de- 
parted from by our teachers all over 
the' world. I know that any tnovP- 
ment of society is made up ot the 
great complex force.?. My experience 
in Canada, the United Stales an., Ui3 
old land is that a large majority of 
the bovs and girls who go through 
public and secondary seliJJ.s K''" 1 
glad when they get out a.rl n*ver 
bother themselves in any serlotn wav 
about education. Are the Lachcr> I 
wholly guiltless for that v'ate ■■t 
things? Have they not beo.i too mrih 
of a teacher and not sufflcijnt >f an 
educator? Pupils were never led to 
reali/.e facts. They «"f'Q taught a 
certain set of facts and covered cer- 
tain grounds, and this was called ed- 
ucation. I wonder If we as teachers 
may not have something a) do with 
Ihls? There is a tendency at work, 
| n our public and secondary schools 
to give our vmmg people n contempt 
ror toll. Many good farmers and me- 
chanics have been spoiled by a smat- ] 
terlng of education. Is there not , 
something wrong with a system nf 
education which will lead a pupil to 
experience a feeling of revulsion for 
Hie occupation his father followed. 

••I was born and brought up on a 
farm, but mv education in the public 
sehoo's never showed me a single thing 
in the whole wonderful scheme of na- 
ture round me. I never had my eyes 
opened by any of my teachers to the 
glorious experience of the man who 
lives face to face with nature. Some- 
one is responsible for the bitterness of 
the man of toil against the man who 
is educated. The toiler despises his 
work which he is compelled to do and 
looks upon it as the primeval curse, 
it is our duty to teach boys and girls 



that toll Is at the centre of all llfo 
and that it is an honorable thing, and 
this thought instilled into the minds 
of our boys and girls Is one of tho 
most important developments in edu- 
cation of lato years. A boy should 
be taught that he is making a contri- 
bution to humanity and to be' proud of 
the fact that lie can make one thing 
well. 

"Tho last thing which I wonder, wo 
as teachers have not something to do 
with Is this. Our civilization has pro- 
gressed more than any other in the 
world yet It has produced some defects. 
Particularly I refer to the get-all-you- 
can-get spirit. I believe the day has 
come when our schools will succeed 
In instilling in the minds of the chil- 
dren the fact that the highest honor 
and tho greatest tiling to achieve Is 
to acquire something we can live. If 
wo can only learn and get just so much 
that wo can make part of our own lives 
and thus give a contribution to the 
men and women about us, then our 
young people will realize that educa- 
tion Is not something or authority, but 
something lending up to and develop- 
ing nil the possibilities they have. 

"I believe you as teachers' can do 
something to hasten the time which 
men can look upon education as some- 
thing to widen life. We as teachers 
have a great and grave calling, and if 
we can do anything to teach children 
the joy of living we are making the 
greatest contribution our lives can 
make to our fellow man." 

Dr. Mclntyre began his address by 
remarking that after the gentle 
"roast" they had received — for roast 
It was — lie could do nothing but pro- 
vide a little dessert. He dealt with 
education and tho social crisis, and 
deplored the disappearance of home 
Industries in place of the modern fac- 
tory system which had increased pov- 
erty, resulted in physical deterioration 
and brought about antagonism in the 
home, making father competo with 
son. To remedy this state of things 
two courses had been suggested. One 
man recommended socialism and 
others want individualism. The course 
he advocated was voluntary commun- 
ism. Three things could bring about a 
better state of affairs— law, religion 
and education. Legislation could pro- 
vide against injustice to the workman 
when he was old, could provide against 
child labor, could see wo have equal 
taxation, could see that the law is 
made easier for the poor man, could 
arbitrate differences between capital 
and labor, and eradicate many other 
evils. 

'•Religion In the pulpit could do 
much," said Mr. Mclntyre, "If our 
preachers would speak plainly and 
concretely to the people and use their 
efforts to keep the membership of the 
churches clean.

Vancouver, April 23.— At the meet- 
ing of the civic bridge committee yes- 
terday afternoon it was announced 
that a deal had been made with John 
Banbury enabling the city to acquire 
absolutely the land needed at the end 
of Granville street south for an ap- 
proach to the new bridge which should 
end at Fourth avenue. One of the con- 
siderations agreed upon was that the 
city should give the mill owner a lease 
of 'the street-end of Hemlock streets 
for ten years and grade a right-of-way 
to the property from Fourth avenue. 
Later' a by-law was to be submitted to 
the electorate granting Mr. Banbury 
tills lease for twenty-one years, the 
term for which he lias secured a lease 
of •certain Canadian Pacific railway 
property adjoining the street. 

Mr. Banbury stated that the plans 
for the new bridge had completely 
upset all his calculations as to the de- 
velopment of his local mill business, 
but as the city needed the property 
he would consent to co-operate with 
the authorities. Be would raise cap- 
ital either .in the old country or local- 
ly for (lie improvement of the Hem- 
lock street property. 

After some discussion tho commit- 
tee ratified the terms of the agree- 
ment witli .Mr. Banbury. As the mat- 
ter is subject to ratification by the 
council and speedy action is neces- 
sary, a special meeting of the body 
was decided upon for tomorrow morn- 
ing at ID o'clock to take final action 
on the- question. 

Engineer Waddell suggested some 
slight alterations in the grade of the 
Westminster avenue bridge, which 
were confirmed.

BALTIC A ND NO RTH SEAS 

Powers Affix Thoir Signatures to Neu- 
trality Agrooments Affecting 
Northern Waters 



Berlin, April 23.— The North Sea 
and Baltic treaties were signed at the 
foreign otlice today by Berr Von 
Schoen, German secretary for foreign 
affairs, the British and French am- 
bassadors, and the Danish, Dutch and 
Swedish ministers to Germany. It is 
expected that • an agreement will bo 
reached by the powers regarding the 
time when the text of the treaties is 
to be made public. 

Stockholm, April 23.— Simultaneous- 
ly with the signing of the North Sea 
and Baltic agreements, an oltlcial of 
the Swedish government and the Bri- 
tish and French diplomatic represen- 
tatives here signed an act terminating 
the Stockholm treaty of 1855. This 
treaty was an alliance between Great 
Britain, France and Sweden, guaran- 
teeing the Integrity of Norway and 
Sweden against Russia. 

St. Petersburg, April 23. — A declar- 
ation and a special memorandum re- 
cording the mutual recognition by 
Russia, Germany, Sweden and Den- 
mark of the principle of the territorial 
status quo of the Baltic sea was 
signed at the Russian foreign ofilco at 
3 o'clock this afternoon. Foreign Min- 
ister izwolsky signed for the Russian 
government, while the German am- 
bassador rind the Swedish and Danish 
ministers to Russia affixed their sig- 
natures for their respective govern- 
ments.

lumbia service. In the Princess Dag- 
mar and Princess Helena, there are no 
stanchions whatever and no webs 
other structural obstructions in holds 
or 'tween decks. Such Improvements 
have also been carried out in the gen- 
eral design of the hulls of vessels of 
this type that the owner Is now able, 
not only to handle his cargoes more 
rapidly and cheaply, but to carry them 
more safely and more free from dam- 
age than In those steel hulls which In 
former years were commonly built of 
Iron thickness In order to provide suf- 
ficient strength." 

Mr. King reviews the turret style of 
Hargo steamer at length, mentioning 
that the steamer Turret, built in 1S92, 
was tho pioneer of this type. At the 
Doxford yards 17-1 vessels of tills style, 
representing C(>3,70l tons, "have now 
been constructed. Discussing the 
change in the number of decks in mod- 
ern steamers as compared to those of 
former years, Mr. King says: 

"In a general trader of any great 
size a deck below the upper deck is ob- 
viously a desirable tiling for dividing 
cargo, providing cattle accommoda- 
tions, and so on; but in a steamer in- 
tended chiefly for the carriage of tim- 
ber, grain, coal and other bulk cargoes, 
such a deck seriously obstructs tho 
handling of timber and self-trimming 
cargoes." 

On the same subject he adds: 

"It is only ten years since the jump 
from '23% to 26% feet depth, in ves- 
sels with only one deck, was made in 
tho steamer Lincluden, built by Fur- 
ness, Withy & Co. Nowadays pure 
single deckers of 23 feet depth are be- 
coming a matter of course, and should 
the trade conditions demand the adop- 
tion of still greater depths, the limita- 
tions Imposed would be those of avail- 
able sections of material and of ship- 
builders' facilities rather than those of 
structural designs or classification 
rules. A similar development lias taken 
place in the simplification of large ves- 
sels in which the depth is so great 
Unit subdivision is necessary in order 
to render possible the carriage of gen- 
eral cargo in the holds, so that we have 
now running out of Glasgow such 
steamers as the City of London, having 
depths so great that, in quite recent 
days, they would have been regarded 
as impossible with less than two, if 
not three, 'tween decks and a tier of 
hold beams. Thev are actually con- 
structed with only one 'tween deck 
space, eleven feet in height, and no 
beams below the second deck." 

Speaking of the distribution of ma- 
terial In vessels and modern tendencies 
In this respect lie says: 

"So much has been done in the way 
of redistribution of material towards 
the top of the structure and away from 
lower levels, so much success has at- 
tended the practical recognition In this 
wav of the fact tin- sea. docs not con- 
cern Itself about the name which is 
given to the top of a girder, but places 
major stresses upon upper, spar, awn- 
ing', and shelter decks with equal 
equanimity, and it is so common 
known that the base of an erection is 
not the proper place for a doubling 
plate, that it is to lie hoped the leaven 1 
which has alredy done so much will 
ultimately leaven the whole lump, and 
that still more improved methods will 
characterize the disposition of the 
longitudinal material In all future 
ships." 

Discusses Stringer Elimination. 

The elimination of side stringers is 
mentioned at some length with the fol- 
lowing concluding note: 

"So complete Is the change that four 
large vessels have already been built 
on the Clyde, and have done successful 
worlc, in which there are no side 
Stringers of any kind, and the weight 
of tho material thus saved has been 
used to give greater stiffness of side 
framing and strength of. .shell plating, 
These ships are being followed by 
others, and builders now regard It as 
a commonplace to utilize the weight of 
one. or more of tho modern side string, 
orn more economically and effectually 
In the general structure of the hull. ' 

"It inn) already appear incredible, 
but llftecn years ago the dimensions of 
deck beams were nut usually consider- 
ed in relation to the number of pillars 
or stanchions which supported them, 
nor were the sizes of pillars made in 
proportion tot heir length and the 
weight they had to carry. In common 
practice beams of uniform size were 
often supported alternately by three 
stanchions .and . onu stanchion, all of 
the satno diameter. The committee of 
the British Corporate Registry was tho 



first to issue regulations in Which there 
was an adjustment of the dimensions 
of beams and stanchions to actual con- 
ditions, and some years after their ex- 
ample was generally followed, with res- 
ults distinctly to the advantage of all 
classed vessels. The Turret and the 
example of Alfred Holt of Liverpool, 
assisted a revolt against the normal 
arrangement of close-spaced round 
stanchions under decks in ordinary 
steamers, with the result that it is now 
quite common to see vessels with say 
only four built stanchions in each hold 
in association with girders supporting 
the decks, or with no stanchions at all, 
in special types such as Harroway and 
Dixon's side tank steamers, a number 
of recent turrets, and several of the 
small classes of cargo steamers, while 
tho arrangements which captains and 
stevedores so disrespectfully describe 
as 'forests of stanchions' are already 
old-fashioned." 
Tho author gives considerable at- 



tention to the question of .subdivision 
of cargo steamers by means of water-.; 
tight bulkheads. He discusses' the' 
value of these In reference to the cost 
of space, weight and other matters 
which must be considered by the- 
owner, closing this subject in the fol- 
lowing paragraph: 

"Apart from the question whether 
registry societies should at all extend 
their control from that of strength and 
litness to carry cargoes safely over the. 
seas to that of guarding against the 
results of collisions and strandings, it 
must bo admitted that the present pos- 
ition is too inconsistent to be main- 
tained and its practical value has been' 
so far gauged in recent years that ship- 
owners are no longer prepared, to sac- 
ritice the suitability of thoir steamers 
for special trades to the dubious safety 
to be obtained from bulkheads, and 
modifications to meet their require- 
ment's have been granted, by the regis- 
tries."' " " " ' " *'' " ■

Now that tlio first shock of the naval 
disaster is over and the preliminary 
official investigation has been con- 
cluded, survivors from the Ill-fated 
destroyer Tiger are able to give a more 
detailed and connected account of the 
terrible occurrence, and it becomes the 
more wonderful not that the loss of 
life was so serious, but that so many 
were saved, says the official corre- 
spondent at Portsmouth of the Lon- 
don Standard on the day following the 
accident 

It has been ascertained that not a 
soul of those stationed In the forepart 
of the vessel escaped; the how portion 
sank too quickly for that after It had 
been severed from the .stern half by 
the ram of the Berwick, and the last 
that was seen of Lieutenant Middle- 
ton was that he was clinging to the 
bow as it rapidly tilted up and sank. 
The noise of the reuding metal as the 
Berwick ploughed 0jrough the thin 
plating Is described as terrifying, 
There was, however, no panic, and 
those left In the engine-room and 
stern were able to employ the three 
minutes that the wreckage remained 
afloat in shutting off steam to pre- 
vent an explosion of the boilers, and 
then to scramble on deck and cast off 
their boots und superfluous clothing 
preparatory to swimming for their 
lives. 

Engineer's Story. ' 

The artificer in charge of the engine- 
room of the Tiger, John Charnock, 
E.R.A., gives a particularly graphic 
account of the thrilling experience of 
iliose who were below when the dis- 
aster occurred. In the course of an 
interview lie states: 

"I was on watch in the engine-room 
and standing near the throttles at the 
time of the collision. There were 
about four of us in the compartment, 
and the engines were going full sliced. 
Just before the collision I had been 
asked to go forward to play cards, and 
should probably have done so when I 
had finished my duty. All at once 
there was a terrible crash, and the 
sound of something going slowly right 
through the ship and tearing "every- 
thing away was absolutely awful. It 
is quite impossible to describe the 
effect upon us that the crash occa- 
sioned. 

"All the electric lights went out, but 
there were some oil lamps burning, and 
I looked up to the telegraph, which 
indicated 'full speed ahead.' Realising 
that something was wrong, I stopped 
the engines, and sang out: 'Clear up 
on deck, for God's sake; this Is no 
place for us.' Where I was standing, 
and looking in front of me, it seemed 
as if the . engine-room was drifting 
away and "the floorplates wore collap- 
sing. There was a hatchway just above 
us, and. this had been partly crushed 
in by the force of the collision. How- 
ever, I managed to force a space suf- 
ficiently wide to allow us to scramble 
through, and we made our way on to 
the deck. 

"Hero everything was orderly, but 
I soon sa\v what bad happened, and 
the fore part of the ship had been 
broken away. The Berwick was close 
to us. Knowing that there was steam 
in at least one of the boilers, I went 
down again to open out the silent 
blow-off, and then got back on deck. 
The after part of the Tiger was then 
gradually sinking, and everybody was 
looking out for something that 'might 
help to keep them up in the water. I 
and poor Newman tried to clear the 
dinghy. The water was about up to 
our waists, and, although we still tried 
to cut the boat clear, the ship went 
under before we could do so. I had 
only light clothing on, and was wear- 
ing slippers, so that, fortunately, I 
a good chance to swim.

Miss Weston, immediately on hearing 
of the extent of the catastrophe, be- 
gan paying the widows allowances 
at service rates from her naval disas- 
ter fund, and will continue to do so 
until the Admiralty have decided 
tho amounts they will grant from na- 
tional funds. Miss Weston's fund is 
a permanent institution, it may bo 
mentioned, kept available in cases of 
naval accidents great and small; and 
though in this instance the magnitude 
of the disaster will make exhausting 
demands upon the resources of "The 
Sailors' Friend," as she Is popularly 
called, she is able to demonstrate the 
efficiency of her organization by of- 
fering practical help at the moment 
when it is most needed. Expressions 
of sympathy have been received from 
the Atlantic fleet and ,also from tho 
military authorities.

Young Girl, Sole Survivor 
Vainly Sought to Save 
Relatives 



Battietord, April 22.— Miss Anna 
Mathews is the only survivor of a 
family of five as the result of a 
prairie fire in the Tramping Lake dis- 
trict. 

The father went to fight the flames, 
which were creeping down on their 
little home, and perished in the at- 
tempt. The house took fire, and Anna 
Mathews, 18 years of age, with her 
clothes ablaze, carried her five-year- 
old brother and sister to a place of 
safety. She returned for her mother 
but was too late. She fought her way 
again through the sea of fire, only to 
find that the other children had wan- 
dered into the fire zone and perished. 

Regina, Sask., April 23.— Henry 
Berller was burned out of house and 
home at section 24-14-lfl last night In 
a prairie fire which swopt the coun- 
try east of Regina. Several miles of 
prairie were burned over, and it is be- 
lieved that, the loss of farmers has 
been great. The mounted police are 
now investigating, and until their 
report is received it will be impossible 
to tell how much damage is done.

Express Franks Forbidden 
Chicago, April 22. — Judge Kohlsaat, 
in the United States Circuit court, 
issued an injunction today against 
live express companies, restraining 
them from issuing franks and from 
transporting property in Inter-state 
commerce In exchange for franks. The 
companies enjoined are the National, 
American, Wells-Fargo, United States 
and Adams. The decision declares 
the issuance of franks violates the in- 
terstate commerce laws. 



Would Have One System From 
Coast to Coast by Huge « 
Merger 



Chicago, April 2:!.— Whether Edward 
H, Harrinian actually Is to take over 
the Erlcf system, and, with the Illinois 
Central, Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific, form the. first great transcon- 
tinental system under one manage- 
ment, Is a question which will agitate 
railroad and financial circles for the 
coining week, or until Mr. Harrinian 
declares his intentions. 

The report is /Issued from New York, 
following the action of Mr. Harrinian 
in providing $5,500,000 for the pay- 
ment of maturing notes of the Erie 
system, that "The Wizard" will take 
15, 000, 000 of the new « per cent notes — 
which amount to a total issue of $15,- 
000,000 — for payment of cat trust cer- 
tificates aggregating nearly $5,000,000 
and to provide funds to meet the Im- 
mediate needs of the road. 

This report forms considerable basis 
for another Wall street report that Mr. 
I landman and his associates will take 
over the Erie as an eastern outlet of 
a great trancontlnental system. / 
Transcontinental Dream Near. 

Further, it is stated, Mr. Harrinian 
and his associates stand ready to spend 
from $30,000,000 to $10, 100,000 under 
certain conditions, presumably control 
of the road for improvements in ter- 
minals, tunnels, trackuge and rolling 
stock of the Erie. If these plans are 
completed Mr. Uarrinian's long cher- 
ished dream of a perfectly equipped, 
complete transcontinental road will be 
realized. 

The action of Mr. Harrinian in meet- 
ing the obligations of the Erie came at 
once as a surprise and a welcome re- 
lief In the financial world. Outside of 
stock market and financial considera- 
tions tho chief points of interest and 
speculation are. the future plans of Mr. 
Harrinian and the final disposition of 
the Erie. If the Harrinian forces gain 
control of the road, with its main trunk 
line connecting New York and Chi- 
cago, the eastern outlet for the Union 
Pacific system is complete and a great 
transcontinental line practically is es- 
tablished. 

Make-Up of the System. 

The roads which will form the sys- 
tem and their territory are the Erie, 
between the Atlantic seaboard and 
Chicago; the Illinois Central from Chi- 
cago to Omaha, and connecting with 
the main line of the Southern Pacific 
at New Orleans, and the Union Pacific 
und Southern Pacific from Omaha to 
San Francisco, the Pacific seaboard 
terminal. 

The mileage of the system would ag- 
gregate 21.7SG miles, and the total rep- 
resentation of authorized capital would 
approximate $1,018,218,700. 

To fulfill the plans for a great com- 
prehensive system it is reported that 
the Union Pacific will dispose of its 
interests in the Baltimore & Ohio and 
invest the amount realized in the Erie.

The Pennsylvania bond issue was the 
main topic of conversation, and the 
restrained character of the price move- 
ment was probably due to some re- 
servations In the favorable interpreta- 
tion placed on that transaction. As ;i 
demonstration of the effective break- 
ing of the deadlock which lias held 
credit operations of tne American 
railroads in check for many months, its 
importance was recognized without di- 
vision of sentiment. 

Some of the qualifying: considerations 
had to do with the price which the 
railroad company is obliged to accept 
for its bonds, and the reversion to a 
high type of prior lien obligation which 
lias been found necessary to secure 
even that price. It developed today 
that the price of 90 mentioned yester- 
day is. that at which the bond Is of- 
fered for subscription, and not the is- 
sue price realized by the railroad and 
paid by the bankers. The deductions 
to be made for bankers' compensation, 
while not officially announced, are 'un- 
derstood 'to be sufficient to bring the 
prlco, realized by the railroad company 
to below 95. For a first mortgage bond 
on a. main line of the principal railroad 
of the country, this price suggests a 
possible readjustment being called for 
in thi' prices of some other high-grade 
mortgage bonds. 

The premium over the allotment 
price immediately established in the 
outside market, where the bonds when 
Issued sold as high as 99 54, was a re- 
flection of the confidence inspired by 
the powerful auspices under which the 
Issue is made. 

The stock most effected by the 
Pennsylvania incident was Union Pa- 
cific. The obvious explanation is that 
tho Union Pacific banking affiliations 
in financing their own requirements 
ore the same as those which have en- 
listed the powerful foreign aid which 
has assured the success of the Penn- 
sylvania bond flotation. 

Union Pacific rose briskly to a new 
high l<?y,e.l,- and led the whole , market 
in point of activity. Prices ended at 
the highest of the day, and, Indeed, 
with some heavy buying in Pittsburg. 

The bond market was diversified, 
and firm In tone. Total sales, par 
value, $4,522,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged oh call.

The Bureau of Statistics of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor com- 
parative statement of the exports of 
canned salmon from the United States 
for the month of February and for the 
eight months ending with February is 
of an interesting character. In Febru- 
ary, 1907, there were no exports to the 
United Kingdom, against an export {lur- 
ing February, 1908, of 3 28,07 2 pounds. 
The English markets the forepart of 
1907 were carrying liberal stocks of 
canned salmon, with low prices ruling. 
Tlie low prices there admitted of buy- 
ing for reshlpment to the Atlantic sea- 
ports of the United States at a good 
margin of profit, of which buyers took 
advantage. Thin buying combined with 
the consumption demand in tho United 
Kingdom reduced tho supply there, ne- 
cessitating free buying tills season. 
This is seen not In the February ex- 
ports from the. United States alone, but 
is also witnessed by the exports for the 
eight months ending with February. 
These exports aggreguto for the eight 
months ending with February, 1907. 6,- 
593,478 pounds, against 12,150,568 
pounds during the corresponding time 
in 1907-08. The exports, as will be seen 
by reference to annexed statistics, to 
West Indies and Bermuda and British 
Africa Increased In February this year, 
but fell off more than one-half to South 
America. The exports to the other 
countries fell oftvalso. The decline In 
exports to South America was the most 
marked, and was caused by the plague 
scare. The exports In January were 
also less this year than In 1 907. 

The decrease in the exports of can- 
ned salmon to South America was 
felt more severely by holders of pink 
salmon, for It Is that that is tnken al- 
most entirely by countries there. While 
the January and February exports in 
1 908 fell off in comparison with the 
like months In 1 907, yet for the eight 
months ending with February, 1 908, tho 
exports were slightly in excess of 1,000,- 
000 pounds more than during the cor- 
responding time in 1D07. The total ex- 
ports during- February, this year, were 
:m2'.SS2 pounds less than In February, 
1907, but the comparison with the eight 
months ending with February shows an 
increase for 1907-ns of fi. 254. 090 pounds. 
This Increase was In Alaska reds, for 
the decrease In exports to Australasia 
of Alaska reds more than offsets the 
decrease in exports of pinks to coun- 
tries using the latter.

Since Sep- 
tember 21, 1851, H. M. S. Investigator 
has been frozen In in Mercy Bay, Bar- 
ing island, in the Interminable lace- 
work of land and sea to the north of 
British North America. It was an 
cotr-umnder of this famous old ship 
that oir Robert Le Mesitrier McClure 
made his memorable voyage and dis- 
covered the Northwest Passage. In 
1S49 England turned loose her navy to 
try once more for the trail through 
the frozen north that had been up to 
that, time merely a superstition bord- 
ering upon certainty. 

The Investigator was then an old 
wooden corvette, fitted with a steam 
engine and carrying a row of long 
guns behind her white-painted port- 
holes. Nevertheless she was in 1849 
selected to perform tho hazardous feat 
of battling with the Ice Hoes and bergs 
of the unknown north, and to form one 
of Captain Belcher's squadron in 
searcli of the Northwest Passage. The 
last that the other ships of the squad- 
ron saw of the Investigator was on 
August G, 1S50, When slut was seen 
running northeast. rounding Point 
Barrow, in what was then Russian 
America, or Alaska.
